It’s true that transportation options are 
limited when a pet is added to the pas- 
senger list. Automobiles and airplanes are 
the most common form of travel for dogs 
and cats. A recent survey of major bus 
and rail lines, conducted by the Pet In- 
formation Bureau of New York, found 
that animals of any kind are strictly pro- 
hibited from accompanying a passenger 
or even traveling as cargo.

will either be placed securely in the 
| plane’s cargo hold or under your seat. 
The price of the animal’s trip depends 
upon the size of the carrier. Overall, 
travel expenses and rules vary from air- 
line to airline, so you should survey sev- 
eral for the best rates and accommoda- 
tions in both domestic and foreign travel. 

Carriers can be purchased in most pet 
supply shops or from the airlines di- 
rectly, and there is a wide variety to 
choose from. Two acceptable types are 
constructed of nontoxic, sturdy plastic. 
Important features to look for are sturdy 
construction (especially important if the 
pet is flying as cargo), good ventilation, 
enough room to permit the animal to sit 
and lie down, a strong latch or lock so 
he won't escape in strange surroundings 
and get lost, and a secure handle. Before 
the excursion, acclimate the pet to the 
carrier at home by confining him in the 
enclosure for brief periods of time. In- 
cluding the pet’s own feeding and water- 
ing dishes, bedding, leash, collar and 
toys will make him feel more secure. 


TRAVELING BY CAR 
As for traveling by car, most dogs ride 
quite well and, in fact, some even enjoy 
being in a moving car, Cats, as a rule, 
do not adapt well and require a carrier, 
Here are some precautions that should 
be considered. First, never leave the pet 
alone in the car for long periods of time. 
especially in the hot sun or in cold 
weather, Always park in the shade, but 
remember, what was shade when you 
left your pet may not be when you re- 
turn, since the position of the sun 
changes. Open the window slightly if 
the animal is left in the car. Leave water 
in the car to ease the animal’s thirst 
and consider ice cubes or ice cream 
which won't spill as water might. Be sure 
to keep feeding to a minimum. Chemi- 
cals you may store in the car, such as 
antifreeze which goes into your car’s 
radiator, are poisonous and can be lethal 
to dogs and cats, Antifreeze has a sweet, 
appealing taste and seems to attract most 
pets as it drips to the ground from leak- 
ing radiators. Be warned. 

DON’T FORGET THE LEASH 
The most valuable item you can bring 
along for both you and your pet (dog 
or cat) is a quality leash. Pet owners 
should keep. their four-legged com- 
panions on a leash at all times when not 
in their hotel or motel rooms. This is not 
_ only a courteous gesture to others, but 
a safety factor. A leashed dog or cat 
I! not be able to run away or get lost, 
len or involved in an accident. One 
ery best traveling leashes I have 
e across is one that is retractible like 
hshing line on a reel. This remarkable 
is as close as you can come to 
the animal freedom while still

To the Indians, who were farming, fish- 
ing and doing a little whaling on the 
side when white men arrived here in 
1659, Nantucket meant Faraway Island. 
Myth has it that a mainland brave 
kicked his moccasin into the Atlantic, 
where it came down 30 miles south of 
Cape Cod and eventually turned into 
this 40-square-mile island of heathery 
moors, beach-plum and bayberry dunes, 
and solitary beaches. The moccasin also 
developed the nonesuch village of Nan- 
tucket Town. Faraway, indeed, in time 
if not in modern distances, are the town’s 
weathered gray wharfs, cobblestone 
streets, elm-shaded brick sidewalks and 
old buildings, which testify to its extra- 
ordinary past and give you the sense that 
whereve } you ve come from, you've left 
it all light-years behind you. That is the 
very essence of vacationland. 

GO BACK IN TIME 

The town has been called a living mu- 
seum, but it’s hardly a musty one. Youll 


remember it for its nostalgic, even quaint,

“THAR SHE BLOWS!” 
For a look at this history and a sense of 
what makes Nantucket tick, you must 
visit the fascinating Whaling Museum. 
Not the least of its treasures is scrim- 
shaw, whalebone incised with pattern, 
the pastime work of the old mariners 
while they waited at sea for the galvaniz- 
ing cry, “Thar she blows!” Traditionally, 
these far-from-home men ornamented 
whale-ivory teeth with intricate mari- 
time scenes—a bit frivolous, perhaps, 
considering the plain-folk Quaker ethos 
that pervaded Nantucket society and 
may still account for its basically quiet 
mannerliness. But corset stays, pie- 
crimpers and sewing boxes indicate the 
whaler’s concern for the practical needs 
of the women they had left to hold the 
fort during the voyages that might have 
lasted five years or more. 
HISTORY ABOUNDS 

From the Far East they brought back 
souvenirs still treasured today by old 
Nantucket families—Chinese ceramics, 
cinnabar chests, silks and oddities, the 
kind of oriental design that sailing ships 
carried to the American decorating scene 
in the 18th century and which, in a sense, 
has never been left behind. You may see 
ome of this in situ in the homes that will 
| this summer during the Nan- 
tucket Garden Club’s Flower Show and 
House Tour to be held on July 16 and the 
DAR House Tour to be held on Aug. 21. 

But any time of year a stroll through 
the streets and lanes will show you the 
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snug, no-nonsense, white cedar houses 
the whalers came home to, shingles aged 
to silver-gray, often with the double “wel- | 
coming” front steps and topped with the 
rooftop “walk” where lonely women 
looked to the sea for the returning ships. 
It’s said that 126 whaling captains had 
houses on Orange Street, and Vestal 
Street was close in count. 
NANTUCKET’S SIMPLE GRANDEUR 
Grandeur here was never ostentation, 
but walk up Main Street, turn with it to 
the left as it skirts the Pacific Bank build- 
ing (another landmark) and you'll find 
an enclave of Georgian and Greek Re- 
vival houses built by well-endowed ship 
owners and merchants of the 1830s. 
Among these are the “Three Bricks,” 
identical houses built by Joseph Star- 
buck for his three sons, and across the 
way, the mansions of his daughters, lucky 
girls. The Jared Coffin House, another 
merchant dwelling, is restored as an inn. 
Typical Nantucket solidity is implicit 
in the buildings’ bricks and mortar (orig- 
inally made of clamshells, which is a 
reminder that clambakes are an island 
heritage). And there’s plenty of evidence 
of island traits like self-reliance and in- 
dependence. There was lately a move- 
ment to secede, owing to a suggestion 
that the federal government might want 
to take over the island’s preservation in) 
the face of its already operating, pretty 
tough conservation commission — that 
keeps town and wild lands under strict 
architectural and ecological control. 
Nantucket’s inbred quirkiness is appar- 
ent, too—as (Continued on page 32) 
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if

rung that way because the ringer couldn’t!} 
make it to 60, so tradition prevails. 

For a look at earliest Nantucket, see 
the Jethro Coffin house, built around aif 
central fireplace and furmished by the 
Nantucket Historical Society to give you 
a good notion of what life was like in 
1686, not long after 10 original settling 
families ventured here from the Main- 
land (still referred to as America). The 
Old Mill, built in 1746, is an island trea- 
sure, its remarkable wooden mechanics 
still capable of operating. 

To the east, Sconset (Siasconset on 
the map), an enchanting town, once a 
place of fishermen’s shacks and now a 
rose-clung community of beautifully pre- 
served houses, claims that houses called 
Auld Lang Syne and Shannunga ante- 
date “the oldest house.” 

Whatever the argument, you must see 
Sconset, where the quaint and cottagey 
takes over and the roses ramble indeed. 
You can bike here over 10 miles of bi- 
cycle path, the roadside banked with 
scrub oak and peppered with wild flow- 
ers in the spring. Sconset is also the pur- 
lieu of The Chanticleer, a fine French 
restaurant that is definitely worth the 
wait for a reservation. 


BEAUTIFUL BEACHES 
For the beach-minded, one of the is- 
land’s charms is that there is a beach for 
every taste. At the north and west of the 
town, are quiet waters and beaches fa- 
vored by families, like Jetties and the 
Children’s Beach. A breezy ride along 
the high Cliff Road takes you to Dionis. 
A longer trek southwest from town de- 
livers you to the duny stretches of Mada- 
ket and sandy strands for the solitary 
wanderer with head in the clouds and 
feet in the heather. (Madaket also has 
a golf course and it’s a great place for 
surfeasters out for bluefish and_ bass.) 
Surfers go to Cisco where the seas are 
heavy and the marvelous beach foliage 
wild (poison ivy included with beach 
pea and huckleberry). In the north, 
Coatue is for lonely-as-a-clouders, espe- 
cially those with an eye for seaside foli- 
age (they say that there’s cactus here) 
and a soft spot in the heart for sandpipers 
and horseshoe crabs. 
HOW TO GET AROUND, 
WHAT TO SEE 

Re bicycling—this is how to experience 
the island most intimately, as most of the 
going is flat and easy with a few puffy as- 
cents, as on the road to Madaket. You 
can bring your car or rent one, but local 
authorities would far prefer you didn't, 
in the interest of curtailing traffic that in 
the high summer season can disrupt the 
peace and quiet of the place. For the

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nonwalking sightseer, there is plenty of 
taxi and car service for hire. 

For your .off-the-beach hours, here’s 
the smallest agenda of places to investi- 
gate that will put you in touch with the 
ethos of the island: Fair Street Museum, 
Peter Foulger Museum, Folger-Frank- 
lin Museum (Folger was a scientific 
minded cousin of Ben Franklin whose 
mother, Abiah Folger, was a Nantucke- 
ter), Old Gaol, Macy House (R. H. of 
department store fame came from here), 
Fire Hose Cart House, Life Saving Mu- 
seum and the Atheneum Library. Most 
houses, being privately owned, are not to 
be casually walked into, but the Hadwen 
House on Main Street and the 1800 
House on Mill Street are open. Also 
worth a thought: Many houses, some of 
them remodeled old ones, are offered for 
summer rental. For listings, phone Nan- 
tucket Accommodations, (617) 228- 
9559, or write PO Box 426, Nantucket, 
MA 02554. 

A PLACE FOR WOMEN 
As an aside, Nantucket might well be a 
pilgrimage place for all concerned with 
women’s liberation. Very early on, the 
women hereabouts took affairs into their 
own hands by necessity while the men- 
folk were off on long voyages. Petticoat 
Row on Centre Street was so-called be- 
cause of its lineup of shops all run by 
women. Annals abound with stories of the 
indomitable women who broke with tra- 
dition. Maria Mitchell, whose house on 
Vestal Street you may want to visit, was 
America’s first woman astronomer, a pio- 
neer professor in the 1830's, when Vassar 
College was young. Women here were 
as vocal advocates of pacifism and the 
emancipation of slaves as the men were. 
Two native champions of women’s rights 
included Phoebe Ann Armstrong and 
Lucretia Mott. 

In a curious role reversal, Nantucket 
men were responsible for the island’s 
best-known crafts—scrimshaw and_ the 
now hard-to-come-by lightship baskets. 
These were woven, between 1856 and 
1900, as a pastime by the men who 
tended the lonely lightships in the sur- 
rounding ocean. Meticulously made of 
closely worked rattan on a wood base, a 
basket might be a year’s work. The 
status-symbol Nantucket basket hand- 
bag, with a lid and ivory whale on top, 
is derived from the lightship basket, but 
the handbag has only been on the scene 
for the past few decades. 

YEAR-ROUND BEAUTY 
Summertime is high season, the island 
burgeoning with tourists as well as with 
the pink roses that are as much of a sym- 
bol as the whale that shows up every- 
where from weather vanes to menus. The 
daily summer flower market is a delight. 
But old hands suggest that the really 
prime times to visit are spring and au- 


tumn. In fall, the moors turn gold-mauve 


the air has an invigorating nip, and the 
ocean splashes onto really desertec 
beaches. In spring, it’s lowersville again: 
In late April, the Nantucket Garden Clul 
celebrates the island’s daffodils in a show 
that would make Wordsworth sit up anc 
take notice. 
GOOD SHOPPING 

The town is full of shops. But you mus} 
stop by Nantucket Looms to see the 
handloomed throws and rugs workec 
on the premises—historical work, in < 
sense, because the earliest settlers raisec 
sheep and loomed their wool.

son has a fine needlework shop here, anc 
the Gift Box purveys original needlework 
design along with gifty goodies.

If you love the idea of large-expanse 
glass doors but feel that sliding ones offer 
problems in security and energy effi- 
ciency, then there’s a new type of patio 
door for you. Built with a sturdy wood or 
insulated steel frame, it offers a center- 
hinged door that swings open rather than 
sliding across tracks. It also uses a dead- 
bolt and standard lockset, making it a 
more difficult target for the break-and- 
enter artists often attracted by sliders. 
For energy efficiency, these swinging- 
door units all use insulating glass. Mag- 
netic weather stripping and improved 
threshold construction provide excellent 
protection against air and water leakage. 
A two-door unit (one fixed, one move- 
able, in a pre-hung frame) costs about 
$600 plus installation, which two handy 
people can accomplish in a few hours. 
As with sliding-glass units, windowed 
walls of glass can be assembled using 
two-, three- and four-door swinging units. 
Most swinging patio doors are offered 
in either contemporary single-light or 
traditional multi-light styles. Some re- 
semble French doors or Victorian cut- 
glass styles. All are available in standard 
sizes, so you can use them as replace- 
ments as well as in new installations. ™

In the Flower Garden 


When cutting rose flowers, do some useful 


pruning at the same time. Cut down to the first 


five-leaflet leaf with a bud that faces away 
from the plant's center. Feed roses after their 
July blooming with a rose food, 5-10-5 or the 
equivalent. Supply water to rose plants dur- 
ing dry spells. Water deeply and thoroughly, 
but avoid wetting the foliage. 

Sow biennials—plants which bloom in their 
second season, such as sweet William and 
foxglove. Sow perennial hollyhocks as well. 
Divide bearded iris and distribute rhizomes 
throughout the garden, planting them just be- 
low the soil surface. These summer-flowering 
irises must be divided to continue to bloom. 
Gladiolus should be misted on hot days. This 
will help keep flower buds from blasting. 
Don’t cut lawns shorter than two inches. 


Water your lawn often and well to avoid sun- 


burn and brown spots. 

Feed broad-leafed evergreens. For a quick 
pick-me-up, use a foliar fertilizer such as Ra- 
Pid-Gro that can be sprayed on the leaves. 
Do not allow coleus to flower—this will cause 
them to become leggy and yellow. Pinch out 
the flower spikes as they appear. 

Prune wisteria way back. Wisteria take many 
years to become established and bear flow- 
ers, but they will flower sooner if 

severely pruned. Feeding with a high 
phosphorous fertilizer and pruning the roots 
will also help. 

Sun Belt gardeners should keep removing 
faded flowers from Martha Washington 


pelargoniums. Cuttings from these geraniums > 


can be taken at this time. 
Clematis plants can be layered to increase 
your collection. Follow these steps: 1) Sink a 
clay pot into the ground next to the parent 
plant, and bend a vine down to the pot. 2) Pin 
the vine into the soil in the pot with enough 
pressure to slightly damage the stem. 3) Place 
a small rock over the pinned area. Roots 
should appear by September. 
Feed summering amaryllis bulbs and keep 
the plants outdoors in a semishaded area. 
Encourage good green growth until Septem- 
ber. (See September ‘80 Garden Guide for 
eblooming instructions.)

should have copper or nickel as its 
base metal. If a material with a softer 
base has been used, you may not be able 
to replate. 

@ All silver must be marked. If English, 
it must have a hallmark, but it’s neces- 
sary to know what these hallmarks mean 
as there are plater’s marks that are simi- 
lar. Ask for a hallmark book if you are 
considering buying, or else buy from a 
reputable store where you can trust 
what the salespeople there tell you. 

The international mark for silver is 
925, which means there’s 92'/2 percent 
silver and 7'/2 percent alloy, the highest 
ratio of silver to alloy you can get. 

In Denmark, the government licenses 
a given stamp. Inspectors periodically 
visit various stores, take out the silver 
and test it. If it doesn’t prove worthy, 
the manufacturer can lose his license 
and conceivably go out of business. 

In America,.the object or flatware 
must be marked “sterling,” but there’s 
no way of determining the quantity of 
silver. Again, you’re much safer if you 
buy from a highly regarded store where 
the people are well-informed. Generally 
speaking, the heavier the sterling, as in 
plated pieces, the better. But there are 
exceptions to this rule. If, for example, 
a candlestick or coffeepot has a closed 
bottom, it’s been filled, and while this 
adds weight, the filling is not silver. Or, 
a heavy-handled knife has been filled 
and often the jacket of silver is paper- 
thin, so you may be better off with a 
hollow-handled knife that is all silver, 





If you are buying antique 
silver, do not automatically 
assume that the older pieces 
are finer. Nor should you 
assume that old silver 

is better than new. 





What makes a particular piece of silver 
valuable is relative. Munvis says, “I 
would buy a fine 18th-century candle- 
stick rather than a poor 17th-century 
one. Even great artists have turned out 
second-rate work, and the same is true 
of silversmiths. Take Paul Storr, for ex- 
ample. He had a tremendous factory 
and his silver was excellent quality. But 
it wasn’t ex« artistically. There has 
to be a combina f the two—great 
craftsmanship and great artistry.”

12 IMAGINATIVE WAYS TO 
USE YOUR SILVER 

Just because a piece of silver was de- 
signed to be used in a specific way does 
not mean you have to relegate it to that 
precise function. In fact, using silver in 
an unorthodox way can be quite charm- 
ang and can only enhance its place in 
your home and your life. Here are a 
dozen ideas for you to start on: 
@ Use a silver tea caddy for something 
other than tea occasionally .. . try it as 
a container for grape hyacinths or blue 
cornflowers, stems cut down so that it’s 
like a little bed of color rising over the 
silver rim of the caddy. 





THE NECESSITIES 


Every pantry should have a tray or con- 
tainer that is equivalent to the traditional 
shoeshine box with all the accoutrements 
for keeping silver up to shine. Having 
these necessities together makes it easier 
for you to keep to your regimen. There 
should be a large container of Instant 
Dip, a good-sized jar of foam-on pink 
paste, a stack of soft cloths for drying and 
polishing that should be laundered regu- 
larly, and a long-term polishing cloth. 
You could use paper towels to dry and 
polish silver if they are soft, but cloth 
towels—such as old cotton, terry or linen 
towels—are preferable. Flannel is also 
very good for polishing silver. 

If you want to be really organized, 
have double of everything in your little 
tray. And use your long-term polishing 
cloth with fair regularity; it should delay 
the big-time polishing chores. 

You may want to work out your regi- 
men on a staggered basis—flatware one 
week, bowls the next and so on. That 
way your silver is always gleaming and 
ready to use, and you won't have a lot 
of polishing to do at one time. 

Instant Dip is speedy for cleaning flat- 
ware. Other than that, you probably 
won’t need to use it unless something 
becomes badly tarnished and in either 
event, you will also have to use your pink 
foam paste to achieve a fine luster. 














\@ Silver fish servers are wonderful for 
serving cakes or even an entrée as 
down-to-earth as meat loaf. 

'@ Muffineers were orginally used to 
shake sugar and cinnamon on hot, but- 
tered muffins, which is nice, but they 
can also serve to shake on scented bath 
powder after a hot shower. 

® A sterling porringer makes an ex- 
cellent ashtray and is not hard to clean. 
@ Use an ornate silver goblet to hold 
cigarettes on a coffee table. 

@ Silver toast racks are useful and pretty; 
use them to hold bills or stationery. 
® The Victorians used berry spoons just 
to serve berries, but you can use the 
long-handled spoons for serving pasta, 
salad, creme caramel or just in the kitch- 
en to stir a stew. It won’t hurt the silver, 
and think how pleasant it is to use a 
beautiful spoon for a routine chore. 


® Egg warmers, those marvelous con 
tainers conceived by the English to cor 
vey boiled eggs down drafty corridor 
to the dining table, may not seem ap4 
plicable to our life, but that’s only if 
you persist in thinking of them as egg 
warmers. First of all, just as objects4 
with their balanced, witty form—they 
can be enjoyed.

Essentially, silver is not difficult to take 
care of, providing you are not blatantl 
neglectful of it. Establish a simple re 
gime and stay with that regime. Herg 
are some of the basics for living with 
silver: 
® Use your silver as often as possible 
That’s what it was made for and _ thé 
more you use good silver, the better i 
will look—achieving a lovely patina 
and the less often you will have to clear 
or polish it. 
® |f you have good, handmade silvet 
flatware, it can generally be put in the 
dishwasher. Just keep the forks separate 
from the spoons. If you don’t, the forcé 
of the water will smack the forks agains 
the spoons and scratch them.

Everything 
should have the salt removed from i 
immediately after using. 
@ Never use chemicals on silver. | oncé 
put ammonia on an ashtray in a frenz 
of cleaning and it instantly turned black 
It came off with heavy-duty polishing 
but why put yourself through this? 
@ Pink pastes that foam on and aré 
easily rinsed off are the best polishing 


| 
agents for silver. The pink is a rouge that | 
gives luster to the silver and the foam- 
ng action indicates there’s no grit in 
he polish. 
'® Instant Dip won’t hurt your silver 
and is good for cleaning it, but it will 
1ot give it the gleam that polishing does. 
® Do not use creams because they tend 
‘o get caught in the crevices. They tend 
‘0 have abrasives in them as well. 
® Polish silver in random circles. 
® Do not use rubber gloves when pol- 
ishing. Because of the presence of sulfur 
n rubber, they will leave smudges of tar- 
hish. Use plastic or heavy pion gloves. 
® Certain foods such as eggs have sul- 
ur in them, too, and will tarnish silver. 
The tarnish can be removed by cleaning 
ind polishing, and the sooner you get 
to the cleaning, the easier it will be. 
® Air conditioning, which causes more 
air than usual to flow over silver, con- 
currently speeds up the tarnishing pro- 
Sess because there is sulfur in air. 
® If you have silver that you don’t use 
regularly, it’s probably best to store it. 
'f you don’t, chances are it won’t be 
polished as regularly as if you were 
ising it all the time and therefore it will 
Nang around tarnishing steadily. But if 
you polish it and store it properly, it 
should retain its shine and then be ready 
‘or those occasions when you want it. 
® The two best ways to store semi- 
active silver are in heavy-gauge plastic 
dags or flannel bags, aac at good 
hardware stores. The advantage of the 
dlastic is that it tends to be more air- 
‘ight, and the object is to keep sulfur- 
aden air from circulating around the 
silver. Also, you can see what you have 
-lannel bags are not as airtight, but offer 
nore cushioning. Pacific Silvercloth 
dags are especially good as they have 
silver embedded in them which attracts 
he sulfur in the air before it hits the 
silver being stored. Just remember not 
(o use rubber bands to close the bags. 
® Do not use thin, plastic wrap when 
he atmosphere is humid. It will cling to 
silver and be very hard to peel off. 
® Camphor chests will keep silver from 
carnishing, but don’t forget that the 
camphor scent lingers on the silver. 
® Keep long term silver cloths around 
for touch-up polishing. The best are per- 
meated with silver polish. 
® Don’t just dump your flatware in a 
drawer. Silver scratches easily. If pos- 
sible, place it in flannel-lined drawers a

The traditional New England clambake 
is truly a feast. When the weather is 
mild and sunny, with gentle breezes rip- 
pling the waves, there is no more pleas- 
ant way to spend an afternoon. And an 
all-afternoon event it is, where a group 
of good friends gathers to share the fun 
and skill of preparing the repast. 

The basic elements of the clambake 
have always been clams, potatoes and 
cob corn, but anything goes, and enthus- 
siasts often add lobsters and _ foil- 
wrapped fish filets to the menu. Melted 
butter, salt, pepper, brown bread and 
ice-cold beer are the classic accompani- 
ments, watermelon the ideal dessert. 

To Give a Clambake: 

1. Dig a wide, deep hole in the sand 
and line it with rocks, with the largest on 
the bottom. Then add charcoal and drift- 
wood and start a bonfire. 

2. When the fire has burned down 
(about 2 hours) and rocks are hot, cover 
the rocks with a layer of seaweed. 

3. Add lobsters; cover-with seaweed. 

4. Add clams and cover with a thick 
layer of seaweed. 

5. Add _ foil-wrapped potatoes and 
corn, in husks, but with silk removed. 

6. Cover the bake with a weighted 
canvas tarpaulin and cook for 1 hour, or 
until clams begin to open. 

While all this sounds very easy, it 
does take some experience to produce 
the best results. For beginners and: in- 
landers, there’s an easier way (see box). 

Before starting an indoor clambake, 
clean soft shell clams (steamers) to re- 
move sand. Scrub clams in cold water 
with a stiff brush. Rinse well in 5 changes 
of water. Put them into a large kettle, 
cover with cold water, add 1 cup corn- 
meal and let stand 8 hours. Discard any 


clam that floats. Rinse clams well in cold 


running water and proceed.

But Americans were not yet quite @& 
so health-conscious. The new fe 
product had little taste appeal.

To a nation dedi- 
cated as it was to jogging its way 
to well-being, Lite was an idea 
whose time had come.

To find the similarities and differ- 
ences between true light beers, five 
popular brands were tasted. The 
light versions were also tasted 
against the regular beer of the same 
brewer. (Incidentally, the light beer 
generally costs slightly more than 
the same brewer's regular beer.) 

While all the beers were light- 
colored, they showed a subtle 
range of shades. However, there 
were no discernible differences in 
shading between the low-calorie 
versions and their full-calorie 
relatives. 

More significant is that in every 
case, the low-calorie beer was 
easily recognizable as a lighter- 
bodied, lighter-flavored, lighter- 
tasting relative of the full-calorie 
one rather than as a beer of a 
completely different style. The 
relationship between the two was 
strong. Style was kept in the family.

HOW LIGHT BEER IS MADE 
When the low-calorie lights 
first came on the mar- 
ket, one question was, 
how do they do it? The answer was not 
forthcoming. Today, individual brewers’ 
formulas remain secret, but the methods, 
it turns out, are far from magic. 

The essential ingredients in most beers 
are barley malt for basic flavor and rich- 
ness, hops to add a degree of bitterness 
or tang, sometimes other grains such as| 
corn or rice, yeast to ferment the 
brew and, more than anything 
else, water. In fact, water makes 
up at least 90 percent of beer. 

Thus, one way to reduce cal- 
ories in beer is to reduce the 
amount of grains used to make 
the beer while keeping the 
same amount of water. This 
decrease in grain results in a 
marked decrease 
in calories and, , 
proportionately, a slight increase i 
the water content. 

A second way to lower the calories i 
beer is to rid the brew of residual carbo 
hydrates. This is done by adding en 
zymes which break down all traces off 
malt to starch. This starch is converted 
to sugar which the yeast ferments out. 

In reducing calories, alco-§ 
hol is sometimes also slightly 
reduced. The alcohol om , 
of regular beer ranges fro 
3.3. to 4.5 percent. Light 
beers range from about 2.7 
to 3.4 percent. 

















HOW TO 
READ BEERS 

LABELS 
As we said, not all beers labeled light] 
are low-calorie. In some cases, the worch 
simply indicates that the beer is lighter 
in color than a dark version of the samé 
beer. Lowenbrau Munich Light Special 
for example, is light-colored, but contains 
the regular amount of calories. 
Piels’ Light is a golden beer 
light in flavor and body, but 
not calories. A brewer need 
not indicate calorie count on 
his label. Generally, however, 
unless the container indi- 
cates such a count, 
light is not low-calorie.

MAKING YOUR OWN PASTA 
You may prefer to make your own pasta,

Pasta machine method: When using a pasta machine, it is 
important to prepare the dough properly, so that it is dry 
enough not to stick to the cutting blades of the pasta ma- 
| chine. Pasta machines on the market range from the imported 
to the domestic-made, such as the Contessa, which has a flat 
‘roller for smooth, long strips of dough and two separate 
rollers that will cut the noodles into fine spaghetti or fettu- 
‘cine-width strips. The most popular machine is the Atlas, 
which has the flat roller and three to five separate blades for 
/various cuts of pasta. There are also two new types of ma- 

chines on the market: First, the electric pasta machines that 
vol and cut pasta with little effort and time but require a spe- 
cial skill and are difficult to control; second, there are colorful 
new plastic pasta machines that actually form the dough as 
| well as rolling the noodles. The second are not as efficient and 
create thick, floury, less appealing noodles. 

The best type of machine to use is hand-cranked. It is easy 
to control and creates a variety of pasta sizes and shapes. Be 
!sure to run the dough through the flat roller at least three 
‘times to achieve the thin texture necessary for the special cut- 
ting blades that make fettucine or thin spaghetti. The strips 
‘of dough should be dried on a cloth-covered board or table 
‘between each rolling. And after finally cutting the dough into 
‘spaghetti, an hous drying will enhance the texture. Then 
the finished product can be stored in a tightly covered wooden 
box or frozen in small wax paper-wrapped bundles. 
Hand-cutting method: With a rolling pin, roll dough into 
long, slender, very thin strips. Roll each strip up like a jelly 
roll, then slice into sections for fettucine or thin spaghetti. Un- 
roll each strand, gently, and dry on a flour-lined board. 

HOW TO COOK PASTA 
11. Fill a large pot with at least one quart of water for each 
four ounces of pasta. Cover and bring to a rolling boil. 
2. When water boils, add two to three tablespoons of salt. 
3. Add the pasta in small amounts (to keep the water boil- 
ing), and stir after each application. Cook, uncovered, stir- 
jring every two to three minutes. 
14. If using homemade pasta noodles, stir very carefully, and 
add one tablespoon of oil to keep the pasta from sticking. 
15. The cooking time depends on the type and thickness of the 
pasta. If it is freshly made and very fine, taste after one minute 
ito see if it is cooked. If the pasta is dried or very thick, like 
/fettucine, taste after two or three minutes. The pasta should 
ibe al dente (firm to the bite). If you are using what Italians 
call the “segreto method” of cooking the pasta in the same 
}pot with the sauce for a few minutes before serving, under- 
jcook pasta by two to three minutes. 
6. Test the pasta for firmness by removing one piece and 
jtasting for the right “bite,” but be sure to keep it under the 
|texture you prefer, because it will continue to cook during 
the process of draining. 
7. To drain: If you are serving the pasta immediately, re- 
imove pasta from water, twirling it out with a long-handled 
fork or slotted spoon. Let it drip a second and transfer it in- 
stantly to hot soup plates or a large, heated serving platter. 
\This way, the pasta loses most of the water, but does not be- 
icome too dry. If you are not serving the pasta immediately, 
stop the cooking process (especially helpful if you are using 
the segreto method of continuing to cook the pasta in the 
sauce), by rinsing the pasta with cold water as you drain it. 
Then either add it to the sauce, or transfer it to a preheated 
serving bowl or pan and toss with a little oil or butter and 
cheese. Or toss carefully with sauce, added in small amounts. 
8. To avoid having a soupy pasta, do not add too much sauce 
ior cheese. The sauce and cheese should slightly coat the 
pasta. More cheese and freshly ground black pepper may be 
added by each person, to taste. (Continued on next page)

The Dog and His Temperament 





RECOGNIZING HIS MOODS. 


By MORDECAI SIEGAL 

Temperamental is one of those words 
we think we understand until it comes 
time to define it. What exactly is a tem- 
peramental dog, and does this have the 
same connotation as the behavior of 
a temperamental human being? When 
the prima donna stalks off the stage 
of the Metropolitan Opera House be- 
cause the tenor stepped in front of her, 
she is considered temperamental. 
When your dog bites the mailman on 
the seat of his pants, the dog is usually 
put down, rather negatively, as a “tem- 
peramental” dog. Students of canine 
behavior consider this a matter of tem- 
perament. There’s a difference between 
the two performances. The prima don- 
na is probably off on a willful, conscious 
ego trip, which may be in her nature, 
but it is also in human nature to be 
able to control it. The dog is doing 
what his genes, breeding and upbring- 
ing have conditioned him to do. 

It is difficult to determine when the 
word “temperamental” was used in re- 
lation to dogs and in what sense. This 
may go back to Elizabethan literary 
references to dogs that were hostile 
and unflattering. (“Take heed of 
younder dog! Look, when he fawns, he 
bites’—Richard III). Temperament, 
from the Latin word temperamentum, 
means “due measure or proportion,” 
related to the medieval belief that the 
mix of certain humors or fluids in the 
body determined one’s disposition— 
whether sanguine, lethargic, hot-tem- 
pered or depressed. 


It is difficult 
to define the 
“temperamental dog’”’ 





It is more accurate to refer to the 
various temperaments of dogs rather 
than to dogs that are temperamental, 
because, by modern standards, there 
are three elements that determine a 
dog’s temperament: genetics, breed 
characteristics and environmental in- 
fluences. The genetic factor is probably 
the most powerful determinant. When 
a dog’s parents are of a given mental 
and emotional quality, chances are 
quite strong that many of the puppies 


will be of similar temperament. If a 
dog is a true representative of its 
breed, it will poss some of that 
breed’s temperamenta! qualities. For 
example, German Shepherd dogs are 
highly territorial, while most terriers 
are decision-makers (for hunting pur- 


poses) and difficult to persuade once 
they have made up their minds about 
something. Environmental influences 
over temperament have to do with so- 
cialization during the critical period of 
a puppy's first weeks of life and how 
it is treated by humans and animals 
in the early part of youth.

Temperaments can be divided into 
six separate and distinct categories rec- 
ognizable by just about anyone: ner- 
vous, shy, stubborn, sedate, aggressive 
and responsive. These categories were 
delineated by leading dog trainer Mat- 
thew Margolis of Beverly Hills, Calif., 
and myself in our book Underdog: 
Training the Mutt, Mongrel and Mixed 
Breed at Home (Stein & Day). Based 
on firsthand experience with thousands 
of dogs, these categories encompass all 
behavioral characteristics in dogs as 
they apply to obedience training. The 
labels vary slightly from those of other 
trainers, psychologists and students of

animal behavior, but represent all do: 
mestic canine temperaments. 

THE NERVOUS DOG: This is prob; 
ably the most troublesome of all the 
temperaments for the pet owner. The 
problems of nervous dogs are difficult 
to solve. Fear and anxiety in various 
degrees are the principal forces within 
this type of animal. A nervous dog can 
not relax except when asleep, and Th

stimulus. When the owner returns 
home even after just 15 minutes, the 
dog will jump with uncontrolled ex 
citement and wet the floor.

breeding. But there are many environ- 
mental situations that can also cause 
this abnormal behavior. For example, 
if a dog has had several owners and 
was commanded in different ways each 
time, he may have developed a con- 
fusion leading to insecurity and an in- 
ability to please the current master. 
Leaving the old home represents a loss 
of territory and the familiar pack, 
which could result in a nervous dog. 
Other nervous dogs have simply ac- 
quired the inconsistent tendencies of 
their owners, reflecting nervous or 
neurotic behavior. A lack of social ex- 
perience with the outside world can 
create a very frightened, anxious dog, 
as can an auto backfire or gunshot at 
an impressionable age. Naturally, any 
type of physical or emotional abuse can 
destroy a perfectly normal dog and 
create a nervous wreck. 

Nervous dogs pace back and forth 
and create nervous humans. They will 
follow their owners from room to room 
in a manner that indicates insecurity 
rather than playfulness and indicates 
an animal that is afraid to be without 
its dominant figure. The nervousness 
may be manifested by whining, exces- 
sive barking, sudden bursts of energy, 
heavy breathing, glassy gaze and total 





dependence. Living with a nervous 
dog is a test of patience and love. 

THE SHY DOG: This is a variation 
of the nervous dog. If the problem is 
not an inherited one, it could: be the 
result of having been the runt of the 
litter or being bullied about as a very 
young puppy. Shy dogs are essentially 
frightened dogs but not to the degree 
of nervous dogs. It is the difference 
between anxiety and timidity. 

This kind of dog runs when the door- 
bell rings and hides under the bed 
when a stranger enters the house. 
Noises, visitors, scoldings, sudden 
movements, traffic or anything unex- 
pected all ruffle the shy dog. Although 
a shy puppy can be quite endearing, 
a shy adult dog is not. Shyness in dogs 
often leads to nervousness and, finally, 
aggressiveness. Dogs that are shy re- 
quire a tremendous amount of pa- 
tience from their owners and a great 
deal of tender loving care. 

THE STUBBORN DOG: This qual- 
ity may take many different forms, 
some of which are surprising. Within 
the same negative characteristics are 
passive resistance, obstinacy and dug- 
in stubbornness. Some stubborn dogs 
actually throw temper tantrums. These 
may range from barking to running in 
circles to destructive chewing. 

Some stubborn dogs will not walk 
ahead on their leashes when they do 
not wish to cooperate. They may go

Now’s a good time to start looking 
around your house at windows and 
doors—you'll probably be surprised 
how much caulking they need. Essen- 
tial to any household maintenance 
plan, caulking is a flexible, resilient sea- 
lant that helps keep an air- and weath- 
ertight fit around window, door and 
house joints. Combined with weather 
stripping, it’s one of the best ways for 
you to reduce some of your household 
energy consumption. 

The sealant comes in bulk-loaded 
canisters or disposable cartridges 
(shown here) to be applied with widely 
available caulking guns. It also comes 
in rope form for pressing into large 
openings and squeeze tubes for small 
jobs and indoor applications. 

Building supply stores, lumberyards 
and home centers stock many types of 
caulking compounds, each designed to 
perform specific jobs. You'll also find 
numerous shades to match house exte- 
rior colors in addition to standard 
black, white and gray compounds. 

Because there are so many brands, 
check all labels carefully to be sure 
you're getting the type you need. 
Here’s a short list of basic caulking 
types and their characteristics: 

Oil-based caulking: most common 
type, least expensive, bonds to most 
surfaces, cannot be painted over.

Loading a cartridge gun with cau§} 
ing is fairly simple. Turn the plungf 
rod teeth face up and pull it back as {f 
as you can. Insert the cartridge in t 
opening and press the nozzle into t 
front slot. Then turn the rod teeth fa 
down and engage trigger. 

Use a sharp knife or single-edge | 
zor blade to cut the nozzle on t 
caulking cartridge at a 45-degree af 
gle. The nozzle is tapered, to allow | 
opening for a thin, medium or hea 
bead. Use a nail to break the inner sé 
and plug the nozzle when not in use 

Hold the gun at a 45-degree ang 
tilted in the direction of moveme1 
and squeeze the trigger evenly. ( 
vertical seams, work from bottom 
top; on horizontals, move from left 
right (or the reverse, if left-handed).

GEAR UP FOR A BOUNTIFUL HARVEST

7 This month, your plants will need extra atten- 
AUGUS tion. High temperatures and the impending 
harvest make the August garden chore list a long one. You'll have to 
make sure that plants are well watered to keep them cool. Plan for 
garden surplus—taking extra time to investigate safe canning meth- 


ods and clearing space in your freezer. If you are going on a vaca- 
tion, be sure to make provisions for houseplants during your absence.

AUGUST GARDEN ACTIVITIES 


%& Continue to spray roses for aphis, 
black spot and mildew. 

¥% Dust dahlias with Sevin to curb earwigs. 

% This is a good time to paint and 
repair your greenhouse (or install 


insulation) as many plants are summering 


outdoors and seedlings have all been 
planted in the garden. 

% Stake top-heavy perennials carefully to 
prevent damage to roots or bulbs. 

%& Feed window boxes with a_high- 
phosphorous liquid fertilizer. 

% Check window box moisture content 
daily. Boxes in full sun may need 
watering twice a day now. 

%& Keep up with lawn weeding. Make 
sure that you destroy as much of the 
weed root as possible. 

%& Keep picking mature fruits in the 
vegetable garden—this will give young 
fruits a chance to fully develop before 
the end of the growing season. 

% Hollyhocks may flower again if they 
are cut back by two thirds when flower 
formation slows down in August. 

* Cut sprigs of mint for culinary use. 
Cutting encourages succulent new 
growth on old plants. 

% Take fuchsia cuttings now to root for 
next year’s plants. 

® Hill up soil around the bottom of 
celery plants to blanch the growth (turn 
the stalks white). 

® In late August, test apples and pears 
for ripeness. Twist the fruit gently; it will 
break off easily when ripe. 


% Calla lily bulbs can be planted now 
in the greenhouse or humid window 
garden for November bloom. 

%& Dry ornamental grasses when they are 
at their peak in August. Pick them in 
midday sun and then hang them upside 
down to dry. 

%& Place wood shingles under plants that 
rest on the ground, such as melons and 
winter squash. This keeps the fruits dry 
and discourages insect damage and rot. 

%& Mulch areas around the garden where 
soil dries out too quickly. Use grass 
clippings, salt hay, straw, peat moss or 
the popular new mulch, chopped 
sugarcane. Most of these mulches are 
available at better garden-supply stores. 

% Boil water before you pick sweet corn 
from the garden because its sugar starts 
turning to starch the instant it leaves the 
stalk. Corn prepared this way is a 
delicious treat—it tastes as sweet as candy. 

% Cantaloupes become deeply veined 
and netted and start to lose their green 
color when they approach ripeness. A 
good test of melon ripeness is to try to 
slip the flat disk where the stem attaches 
to the fruit—if it slips off easily, you can 
be sure the melon is ready to be picked. 
Store-bought melons should be tested for 
ripeness by lightly depressing the stem 
end, which should yield to thumb 
pressure. Make sure the melons are 
uniform in color, without any green. Buy 
cantaloupes with a strong melon 
odor to insure sweetness.

@ Keep the medium evenly 
moist. 

@ Cuttings will root in two to 
four weeks. Give the plants a 
little tug to see if they have 
rooted. If you feel some 
resistance to your pull, the 
cuttings have formed roots. 
New growth is another sign of 
root development. 

@ New roots should be from 
one to two inches long when 
the cuttings are to be potted. 

@ Remove any flowers and 
flower buds. 

@® Geraniums and other 
succulents should be allowed to 
form calluses on cut ends 
before being placed into the 
rooting medium. Place these 
cuttings in an airy location 
away from bright sun to dry for 
at least 24 hours. 

®@ Hard-to-root cuttings, 
especially those with woody 
stems, can be helped along by 
having the cut ends dipped 
into rooting hormone (available 
at all garden supply stores). 

® Cuttings that have a 
tendency to wilt (such as 
fuchsia) will benefit by being 
placed (already in their 
medium containers) into an 
open plastic bag. 

@ Palms and other plants 
that do not branch 
(monocotyledons) cannot be 
rooted from stem cuttings. 
Severing the terminal growth of 
these piants will destroy them.

Glass breakage and damage are some 
of the most distressing and sometimes 
hopeless mishaps. Some porcelain and 
ceramic articles can be put back to- 
gether so skillfully that restoration is 
well-nigh invisible, but there is no such 
thing as invisible mending of glass. A 
repaired crack may be minimal, but it 
cannot be concealed. Damage to cut 
glass—even a slight chip from a saw- 
tooth edge—will sharply diminish the 
worth of a collector’s piece. 

A good piece of cut glass can be re- 
paired in such a way as to be a solace to 
the owner who wants a bowl or vase, 
chandelier or pitcher made whole for 
sentimental reasons and continued use. 
Glass experts are not numerous. Their 
work is diversified and highly skilled, 
and they are conscientious about re- 
sults. In order to minimize possible fur- 
ther damage, customers are urged to 
pack broken articles in a sturdy carton. 
Wrap each piece of glass separately, 
cushion with packing and insert carton 
in a larger carton with packing in- 





between. Make sure to enclose a slip 
with the number of broken objects 
sent. Insure for full value and ship by 
United Parcel Service or parcel post. 
Be patient. Some glass repairs can re- 
quire as many as seven different oper- 
ations before completion.

Yogurt is not only low fat (when 
made from cow’s milk, and especially 
from skim milk), it has been called the 
“almost-perfect food,” as it has all the 
food values of the milk it’s made from. 
And, in addition, yogurt provides fast 
nutrition, since the fermentation proc- 
ess that creates it makes it easily digest- 
ible. Yogurt is digested in 30 to 45 min- 
utes as compared with 3 to 4 hours 
needed to digest milk. 


MAKING YOUR OWN YOGURT 

People used to shy away from mak- 
ing yogurt at home because of the diffi- 
culty of maintaining the lactic acid cul- 
ture at a uniform temperature for 3 to 
5 hours during fermentation. But to- 
day’s electric yogurt machines have 
changed all that. Now, after heating 
the milk and adding the starter (plain 
yogurt, your own or purchased, or 
dried yogurt culture from the health 
store) the machine does the rest. It 
takes about 10 hours. Then you refrig- 
erate the yogurt 3 to 4 hours to chill. It 
works better to add flavoring after 
chilling, simply because it’s harder to 
tell the results you'll get when adding 


flavor to milk before processing. Re- 
member, when you make your own yo- 
gurt, you can use only the best ingredi- 


ents for flavoring. And you know there 


are no preservatives 


MAKING FROZEN YOGUAT 
To make frozen yogurt, start with 
plain yogurt and follow the procedure 
for making ice cream. The best way to 
do this is to use an ice cream maker. In

to those who knew hangovers best; 
they quickly proclaimed it the hang- 
over’s best friend. 

Some years later, in the mid-thirties, 
Petiot moved to the King Cole Bar in 
New York City’s St. Regis Hotel. And 
there, the newly named Bloody Mary 
found its true fame. It is a fame that 
has rarely faltered and never died. 

And for good reason. 

WHY THE BLOODY MARY IS FAMOUS 

The process that makes vodka neu- 
tral—colorless and nearly odorless and 
tasteless—also removes the congeners, 
flavor-producing properties that some 
medical researchers feel are the cul- 
prits behind morning-after miseries. 
Thus, the Bloody Mary, born to cure 
such despairs, when taken in moder- 
ation, adds no woes of its own. 

Another reason is that not long after 
the Bloody Mary came upon the 
American scene, so did the brunch 
habit. In less time than it took the 
drink to cross the Atlantic, brunch be- 
came a weekend tradition and the 
Bloody Mary a brunch tradition. 

A third reason is that the Bloody 
Mary is versatile. In the nearly 50 years 
that Americans have been enjoying it, 
they have also experimented with it.

Soon after 
it established itself as the ultimate morn- 
ing-after cure and ubiquitous brunch 
companion, it became a lunchtime and, 
for some, cocktail hour favorite. 

In fact, in a recent survey, distiller/ 
importer Schenley found that among 
those who enjoy mixed drinks, the 
Bloody Mary is still this country’s most 
popular drink, the choice of 43 out of 
every 100 people. 

A LOOK AT THE MIXES 

No wonder then, that there is now 
a bountiful selection of canned and 
bottled Bloody Mary mixes. Add vodka, 
shake, and you have an instant Bloody 
Mary. How do these mixes with their 
various spices and other ingredients 
compare to the traditional recipe? To 
find out, eight Bloody Mary mixes 
were tasted in preparation for this ar- 
ticle. Each was numbered and poured, 
in a measured amount, into a glass with 
a corresponding number. A measured 
amount of 80-proof vodka was added.

VARYING THE LIQUOR 

If vodka makes the classic Bloody 
Aary, how do gin, tequila and rum fare 
vith these mixes? 

Gin has been used in Bloody Marys 
ong enough to be a tradition in itself. 
‘or those who enjoy the combination 
f flavors—the juniper berry perfume 
f gin, the full-bodied consistency of 
1e vegetable juice and the assertive 
dice of a Bloody Mary—gin is a natural 
ibstitute.

NOW, THEY’RE ADAPTED FOR MICROWAVE 


By NANCY CRAIG 
This delicious zucchini pie, sweet cin- 
namon bread, savory zucchini pizza 
and a luscious French walnut torte are 
all prizewinners—my favorites in the 
29th annual Pillsbury Bake-Off, held 
recently in Miami. These were among 
the 103 that won their creators a Gen- 
eral Electric range, an all-expense paid 
trip to Florida, and the opportunity to 
compete for $88,000 in cash prizes. As 
there was no microwave category in 
the Bake-Off, I asked General Elec- 
tric’s Diana Hansen (who had arranged 
an excellent microwave demonstration 
at the Bake-Off) and her staff to con- 
vert these especially for “Microwave 
Corner.” Her results are well worth 
trying In your own microwave oven. 
The first recipe below won Millicent 
Caplan of Tamarac, Fla., the Grand 
Prize of $40,000. 


Italian Zucchini 
Crescent Pie 


Use the best of both the convention- 
al oven and the microwave oven to 
prepare this prizewinner. While the 
crust bakes conventionally, do the fill- 
ing preparation steps in the micro- 
wave, then quickly microwave the 
filled pie. Margarine or butter and also 
an egg are omitted from the original 
recipe because there is less drying in 
a microwave oven, and this moisture 
is not needed. This cuts calories, too.

AN ANIMAL-LOVER CAN MAKE A CAREER OF IT 


By MORDECAI SIEGAL 
The American Family’s love affair with 
pets has opened the door to a mar- 
velous new world of career opportu- 
nities. For many, living with a pet can 
develop a strong desire to come in con- 
tact with animals through their daily 
work. Those who are interested in 
working with animals will find that 
there is a surprising variety of occu- 
pations to consider. 
VETERINARIANS 

The first career that comes to mind, 
of course, is that of veterinarian. Due 
to the widespread ownership of pets, 
the medical care and treatment of our 
companion animals is now recognized 
as a major social function. But this is 
only one of the many areas in which 
veterinary medicine has a profound ef- 
fect on our society. First and foremost, 
veterinarians have a primary respon- 
sibility for the health of our animal 
food resources. Then there is the job 
of preventing and treating diseases 
transmissible between animals and hu- 
mans. Care of wildlife and zoo animals 
also falls to veterinarians, as does an 
important role in biomedical research. 

Veterinary schools are affiliated with 
major universities and offer four- and 
six-year programs. Courses are de- 
manding. To qualify for acceptance, 
one must be college-educated, with 
scholastic records of highest standard. 
Work experience with a veterinarian 
either in private practice or at an in- 
stitution is considered essential prior 
to entering veterinary medical school.

A vet- 
erinary technician is something of a 
paramedic who may function as an as- 
sistant in private animal practice; fed- 
eral, state or local government agen- 
cies; humane societies; pharmaceutical 
companies; zoos; animal hospitals; and 
pet shops. Employment prospects for 
this specialty are excellent. Courses in 
this skill vary from college to college. 
Some schools award a diploma after 
one year, while others offer a bachelor 
of science degree after four years. 
PROFESSIONAL GROOMER

ANIMAL SHELTER WORKER 

For animal lovers of all ages who 
have never held a job or want to 
change their line of work and have 
had no special training, there are ani- 
mal-related- jobs open. On-the-job 
training is the customary method for 
becoming proficient at such jobs. Ad- 
vancement comes with experience. 

Edna Cooke, manager of the Brook- 
lyn Shelter of the American Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
(New York) lectures on animal-related 
professions and is an expert in the 
fields of shelter operations, animal con- 
trol, animal care, cruelty investigations 
and humane education. She believes 
there are scores of career options for 
those interested in working with ani- 
mals for which experience is more im- 
portant than specialized education. 

“IT don’t know of any field more open 
than the management of shelters, yet 
hardly anyone knows about it,” she 
says. “We desperately need people to 
take the kind of responsibilities nec- 
essary for this work. It requires a lot 
of training. Once you've got the knowl- 
edge and you see what good you can 
do for the animals by knowing what 
you're doing, the job will give you a 
great deal of pleasure and personal sat- 
isfaction. You have to know the dog 
and cat breeds. You have to know how 
to handle animals. You must be able 
to recognize and to some degree di- 
agnose diseases. This is the knowledge 
that comes from experience. You get 
this experience by working in kennels. 
Whatever hope we have for getting 
good people into shelter work, it lies 
with those who work in kennels or for 
veterinarians or at dog shows. I require 
applicants to have a minimum of three 
years experience working with animals 
and a high school education in order 
to qualify as a shelter worker. If such 
a person walked in right now, Id say, 
‘You've got the job.’ ” 

MISCELLANEOUS CAREER OPTIONS 

Options in the animal field are in- 
deed legion. One could pursue training 
for such interesting animal-related jobs 
as wildlife conservation officer, forest- 
ry technician, agribusiness worker or 
operator, outdoor recreation specialist, 
horsemanship specialist or animal writ- 
er and photographer—to name a few.

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Posture is more than the way you stand—it plays a vital role in your overall ap- 
pearance. A beautifully balanced body is a sure sign of an active, alert, relaxed 
individual, while slouching makes you look sluggish. Here, some tips on achieving natural 
rhythm and grace, whether standing, sitting, lifting or pushing. Editor BEVERLY McGUIRE 
























GOOD POSTURE: Balance is the important element. 
Your body is most stable and lithe when the center of 
gravity of each part is in line with the body’s main center 
of gravity, the pelvis. In this position, muscles around | 
each joint are balanced, exerting the force necessary to 
keep the upright position. For good posture, the forces 
of gravity are what “pull you together.’”’ Maintain a position 
in which all body parts are aligned (see diagrams left). 
POOR POSTURE: A sedentary lifestyle fosters weak body 
control, often resulting in incorrect posture. When this 
occurs, the weight of each body section falls away from 
the main center of gravity, causing a state of imbalance. 
This can cause tense, aching muscles or muscle spasm.

In Figure A, good posture is achieved when the body’s centers of 
gravity are in line with each other. In Figure B, bad posture results 
when they’re out of alignment. To stand in the proper position, make 
sure that all the following are aligned: 1. neck, 2. shoulders, 3. 
lower back, 4. pelvis, 5. hip joints, 6. knee joints, 7. ankle joints.

These sidewalks are bustling with peo- 
ple hurrying, as if to get to church on 
time, to be there when the Terme Ex- 
celsior spa center opens its doors. 
Young lovers holding hands, old folk 
on canes, pram-pushing mothers with 
tagalong toddlers, ladies in mink, work- 
men in blue jumpsuits, all are heading 
to take their daily quaff of spa waters— 
Tettuccio, Tamerici, Regina, Torretta, 
salt-sulphate-alkaline springs that bub- 
ble up from the earth to solace dis- 
turbed livers and digestive ills. The wa- 
ters are deemed most beneficial drunk 
before breakfast, sipped during a lei- 
surely promenade. And I imagine it 
doesn’t hurt a bit to perform this ritual 
in this marvelously sunny, green-plant- 
ed pavilion in a park, with a pianist 
tinkling his way through “Embrace- 
able You” and “The Beautiful Blue 
and a coffee shop handy to 
provide the prescribed hot drink to fol- 
low the waters.

The big spa season is usually sum- 
mertime, although many are open 
year-round. It’s well known that 
Americans in general are not great spa- 
goers, but it’s also well known that 
once tasted, spas can become a vaca- 
tion addiction, thanks to the relaxing 
effects of all this pampering balneo- 
logy. You don’t have to be sick to take 
the cure. Most Europeans regard it as 
an annual tone-up and possible pre- 
ventive measure. Inevitably euphoria 
ensues, since most spas are in remark- 
ably pleasant places, aided and abetted 
by clean air, gardens, sports facilities 
and holiday divertissements, many 
with casinos. Most spas are equipped 
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with famous luxury hotels and grand 
restaurants, but you could stay in a 
boarding house and still feel part of 
the luxurious surroundings. Some spa 
hotels will put you on a diet. : 
SPAS OF CZECHOSLAVAKIA 

In Czechoslavakia, there must be 
more spas to the square mile than grass 
roots, and the cure here is a no-non- 
sense business. They don’t approve of 
your nipping in and out for a bath and 
a massage just to see what it’s like. It’s 
the cure and nothing but the cure. I 
have never experienced the two most 
famous—Karlovy Vary, once known as 
Carlsbad, and Marianske Lazne, for- 
merly Marienbad (where everyone got 
their time machines mixed up in the 
movie of a few years back). Both were 
glittering, past-century meeting places 
for the regal and rich while they got 
their livers and nervous systems back 
into shape. Now the proletariat, at 
state expense, throngs those palatial 
halls. I have experienced Piestany, 
near Batislava on a river island of wild- 
flower meadows, where Beethoven 
took the mud baths for his rheumatism 
and many Slovakian country women 
now do the same. Between baths they 
lend quaintness to the town with their 
traditional full-skirted black costumes 
and lace-edged bonnets. For more on 
Czechoslovakia and her spas: Cedok 
Czechoslovak Travel Bureau, 10 E. 40 
St., New York, NY 10017. 
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THE MAGIC IN GERMANY 

How dispassionate must a reporter 
be? I simply love Baden-Baden, that 
cynosure of German spas in the winy, 
piny air of the Oos Valley in the Black 
Forest. An elegant, grand old manner 
still persists here, a reminder of the | 
times when the town was called “Eu- — 
rope’s Summer Capital.” Edward VII 
drove his carriage along the trees and 
flowers and purling river on the Lich- 
tentaler Allee promenade. All the im- 
perial posh came to drink of the saline | 
Friedrichsquelle and bathe in the min- 
eral waters of the area’s 20 hot springs. 
German emperors, grandees of the 
Russian court, Napoleon III and their 
jeweled bon ton followers sought rest 





In the land of Leonardo 
da Vinci, you don't have 
to be sick to 
take “the cure” 


and relaxation as much as relief from 
rheumatism or respiratory problems. 
But, for that matter, in the third cen- 
tury, Caracalla knew that this place 
was good for what ailed him, and you 
can still see his Roman baths under 
the Friedrichsbad thermal center. Few 
of the celebrated of our own day have 
missed a sojourn here. 

I could love the place for many 
things, not the least Konig’s konditorei 
where the coffee and Black Forest 
cake are the best in the world, guar- 
anteed to take the edge off the Frie- 
drichsquelle waters. Surely I love it be- 
cause here I met a wise and wonderful 
octagenarian, Frau Meyer, who came 
each morning to my room in Brenner’s 
Park-Hotel to administer her vigorous 
massage and exhort me to spazierge- 
hen—walk, walk, walk—to strengthen 
a once-broken ankle. A few hot mud 
packs in the Frango-Haus might not 
have been amiss, but I would indeed 
walk to the marvelous old Friedrichs- 
bad, a Victorian wonder of a place, 
colorfully tiled and ornamented with 
nymphs and water lilies, or to the slick- 
ly modern, glassy Augustabad, the last 
word -in all things watery. Object: to 
be steam-heated, brush-scrubbed head 
to toe in soap and water, endlessly 
rinsed, sunk into a bath that might be 
aerated with ozone, flavored with pine 
or herb flowers, gently dried and 
tucked into blankets for a delicious 
nap. I suppose you’d call them sissy 
baths, all the more enjoyable because 
I had no ailments, but I did consult 
with one of the spa’s more than 40 
doctors for a week’s bath suggestions. 
The fuli-fledged cure takes three 
weeks. The spa town is awash with ho- 
tels, but the sine qua non is Brenner’s 
Park-Hotel. With brilliant gardens and 
the Lichtentaler Allee at its doorstep, 
it is in the (Continued on page 34)

They flourished 
as “cure” centers in the 19th century, 
but the healing powers of most had 
been known to the Indians, who went 
to the springs to recuperate from their 
war wounds. 

Among them are three grande 
dames of American resorts, frequented 
more nowadays by those in search of 
pure holiday recreation, great golf and 
tennis and vacation pleasures, but all 
are well equipped to administer the 
kind of hydrotherapy that Europeans 
think of as “the cure.” 

SARATOGA SPRINGS, NEW YORK 

Saratoga Springs, where Diamond 
Jim Brady and Lillian Russell flashed 
their gemstones in the salons of the 
now defunct Ulysses Grant Hotel, has 
a state-run (Continued on page 36) 
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thermal center in Saratoga Spa State 
Park. In the foothills of the Adiron- 
dacks, it’s a place of sunny lawns, 
woodlands and clean mountain air, and 
there’s so much good springwater to 
drink that much of it is bottled. Waters 
of the spa, where carbonated mineral 
baths, Turkish baths, hot packs and in- 
halations are available at three excel- 
lently run bathhouses, are indicated as 
aids to rheumatism and can certainly 
relax the tension-bound.

Gambling is a no- 
no now, but the casino and its foun- 
tained gardens are a National 
Historical Place. 

There’s year-round harness racing at 
Saratoga and every August the horsey 
set from all over converges here for 
24 days of thoroughbred racing and 


a crowded round of social events. If 
equine art and the sport of kings are 
your dish, don’t miss the National Mu- 
seum of Thoroughbred Racing. 

In the spa tradition, there’s a luxury 
hotel, the Gideon Putnam, and it’s 
right smack in the state park, sharing 
all its verdant loveliness and such fa- 
cilities as a championship golf course 
and usual resort sports activities. The 
Saratoga Performing Arts Center, also 
in the park, has a lively summer season 
of ballet, symphony, pop music and 
theater.

If your house is more than 20 years 
old, then you're probably familiar with 
the problems that crop up with old 
windows: broken sash cords, sticking 
or rattling sashes, inoperable crank 
mechanisms, even rotted sashes and 
frames. Storm windows and screens, 
magnets to flying objects, frequently 
need attention, too. Here are several 
short lessons and illustrations so you 
can repair old windows, wooden or 
metal-framed, without the expense of 
hired professionals. 


LOOSENING STUCK WINDOWS 


If a double-hung window won’t 
open, either dirt or paint has worked 
into the sash molding or the window 
and frame have swollen in damp 
weather. Start by working a wide putty 
knife back and forth between sash and 
stops. Working inside as well as out-

bind. Once it opens, scrape away any 
loose paint or hardened dirt from the 
window channels. If it doesn’t slide eas- 
ily, lubricate the channels with candle 
wax, paraffin or silicone lubricant. 

When a sliding window sticks, you 
can pry it open with a putty knife, 
also. To keep the window operable, 
clear debris from the bottom of the 
tracks. Vacuum this area and lubricate 
it with paraffin or silicone lubricant. 

Casement windows, hinged on the 
sides to swing out, frequently freeze 
up due to a stiff adjusting arm or 
broken cranking mechanism. You can 
remove the screws that hold the case- 
ment crank and disengage the arm 
from its window pivot. Open and in- 
spect the gearbox, clean with solvent 
and apply fresh grease. If the gears 
are worn and not meshing smoothly, 
then the whole mechanism needs to 
be replaced. Building supply outlets 
and lumberyards that sell casement 
windows can order one for you if they 
don’t have it in stock. Take the old 
one with you so exact measurements 
can be made.

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WINDSORS, ROCKERS AND HITCHCOCKS

There is something very personal 
about a chair. “Grandma’s rocker,” 
“Daddy’s armchair” are the affection- 
ate tags for some pieces of furniture 
that are almost family members.

A. The Chain of States pattern was first 
made for Martha Washington in the 
18th century. The dishes were made 
in China and shipped to the newly 
formed United States. There were only 
15 states in the Union when the plates 
were ordered so the design has a chain 
with one link for each state. The center 
had the initials MW in a circle sur- 
rounded by rays. Dishes from this origi- 
nal set were made of what we now 
refer to as Chinese Export porcelain. 
These are very rare and valuable. The 
design was copied several times. 

You have a flow blue version of the 
plate. It is easily recognized because 
the design is dark and slightly blurred. 
It was probably made during the 1870s 
or 1880s when the Centennial celebra- 


tion created a demand for the plates. 
The firm in England that made the 
plates printed the American store 
name on the back. They sell from $50 
to $60 each. Haviland & Company of 
France made a limited edition of 2,500 
states pattern plates in 1968. 
COMBINATION HOLDER AND BOWL 

Q. Why are there so many little hooks around 
my covered silver bowl?—J.G., Warrensville 
Hts., Ohio 





A. You have a combination spoon hold- 
er and sugar bowl. Firms making sil- 
ver-plated wares during the 1870s be- 
gan making spoon holders with hooks, 
dinner bells or castor sets. The bowl- 
like spoon holder was an American 
form originating about 1860. Spoons 
were held handle-up in the holder. 











A slightly different type of hold 
called a spoon rack appeared abo 
1870. It was a silver-plated piece wit 
notches to hold spoons. The combin 
tion spoon holder and sugar bowl w 
designed a little later. Twelve spoo 
were placed in the hooks on the edg 
of the bowl, easily available for stirrin 
sugar into coffee. The cover with th 
bird finial was made by J. Rogers Silve 
Co. of New York City and other malty 
ufacturers until about 1915.

A. Michael Thonet began manufactur- 
ing chairs in 1853 in Vienna, Austria. 
He had a successful factory that mass- 
produced chairs, tables, hall trees, 
rockers and other bentwood furniture 
for sale in America, England and Eu- 
rope. More than 50 million chairs 
made in his most famous design, No. 
14, have been sold since 1859. 

Thonet chairs were well designed, 
sturdy and inexpensive. Prices today 
for bentwood furniture vary from a 
few dollars to hundreds of dollars. The! 
common chairs with the Thonet label 
sell from $50 to $75 in mint condition. 

Joseph Hoffman was an Austrian de- 
signer who had some of his designs 
made by Thonet. The Hoffman designs 
usually have a square look. They do 
not have the flowing curves that are 
usually associated with Thonet’s pieces. 
They are rare and expensive.™

A Month-by-Month. Reminder 


IT’S TIME TO GET READY FOR WINTER

SEPTEMBER is the first month of the indoo 
gardening year. Summe 

plants should be brought indoors and new plants acquire¢ 


to fill out your collection. To help choose plants that suit you 
location, bring along a reliable plant book. Check for insec 


damage such as spots on leaves, tiny webs or ‘dirt’ on lea 
undersides (a sign of red spider), honeydew’ (a sticky clea 
substance on leaves) and leaf loss due to greenhouse shock. 


SEPTEMBER IN THE GARDEN 


% Remove dahlia dead flower heads to 
prolong bloom. 

% Start to harvest gladiolus corms when the 
foliage is completely yellow or brown. 
These tender bulblike plants cannot 
survive a winter in the ground except in 
Sunbelt areas. Dig the corms and store in 
a well-ventilated area until next year. 

* This is a good time of year to add to your 





well-watered in the first critical months 
and throughout the winter. 

% Keep your lawn cut to about two inches 
high until the first killing frost. 

* Cut asparagus plants to the ground wher 
the foliage yellows. 

* Pot up a few freesia corms every week 
this month. Freesia are tender plants that

If you have followed July “Garden Guide’ instructions for summerin : 
your plants have been outdoors during the summer or placed in a sun 
location indoors. This encourages the foliage growth that is necessar 


to revitalize these bulbs, making it quite easy for reflowering to occur. 


Follow these suggestions for beautiful amaryllis: 

® Stop all watering in the beginning of September. 

® Keep bulbs indoors in full sun and make sure they are dry. 

® When foliage begins to turn yellow, cut it off with a clean, sharp 
knife about one inch above the bulb, 

@ Place the resting bulb in a cool, dark place, such as a closet or 
basement, until six weeks before your desired bloom date. For 
Christmas bloom, that would be the second week in November. 

® Then ‘‘wake up” your resting bulb, water the soil and place the 
bulb in a warm location, but away from full sun. 

® When the flower spike reaches four inches in height, place the plant 
in bright sunlight. When the flowers are about to open, you can 
place them in a cool location to prolong the floral display. 

® As the leaves start to push up from the bulb, return plants to a 
sunny window. 

Be aware that no method for reblooming is foolproof and that many 

amaryllis rebloom every other year. One last note: Amaryllis resen’ 

repotting and this should be avoided whenever possible. When you 
do repot (approximately every three to five years) your plants, be 
sure to use a container that is one size larger than the one that if 
is in now and leave half of the bulb above the soil. ™ |

A guide to 
the value of 
your own labor

S o familiar has the phrase ‘'do-it- 


yourself’ become, it is now includ- 
ed in nearly all English-language dic- 
tionaries. In fact, it's difficult to imagine 
any homeowner or apartment dweller 
who does not at some time perform jobs 
around the house without the aid of a 
professional. Held strictly to the defini- 
tion, changing a light bulb is a “do- 
ityourself’ (DIY) project. 

So is applying your own slate roof, 
an undertaking few would ever tackle. 
If light bulbs and slate roofs are the ex- 
tremes in a long list of DIY projects, 
where do your personal limits fall? When 


.do you forswear doing it yourself and 


call in a contractor? 

Experience is a universal measure. If 
your experience pouring concrete is 
zero, your chances for making mistakes 
are high. The other major determinant 


Let experience

is scale. If you've successfully patched 
a broken concrete step, you may or may 
not be ready to lay a 20- by 20-foot 
concrete patio with integral footings and 
a textured surface. 

More important than skills for most 
people is money. How much can you 
save? Carried to successful completion, 
all DIY jobs save money—the money 
you'd have to hand over for labor. That

The seemingly wide range in the labor costs reflects similar variations in pricing 
around the nation. For example, labor costs in Chattanooga are substantially less 
than those in the Chicago metropolitan area. Also, as indicated in the room addition 
and window replacement categories, existing materials and finishing materials selected 
for the job will influence the price of labor. Finally, some contractors charge more 
for labor than others. That's why, if you hire a contractor, it pays to shop around. 


Ponder the words above, ‘carried to 
successful completion.’ Presumably 
happy couples have split over a DIY 
kitchen remodeling that sat unfinished 
for months on end. In one Cleveland 
case, a contractor was asked to complete 
the kitchen a husband never got around 
to finishing, even though his wife 
nagged him constantly to get it done. 
Teed off at the nagging, the husband 
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had sought companionship outside his 
marriage from a woman who “under- 
stood” him. He was caught, and the wife 
won a divorce and the house. In the 
decree, the judge ruled that the hus-) 
band pay for the professional comple-} 
tion of the kitchen.

who pleaded with contractor “Bob 
Becht to come finish his basement rec 
room. Becht says the exec had done 
a “fairly decent job” as far as it went, 
but that wasn’t far—about 14 of the 
framing and one wall of plywood wall 
paneling. The executive said he could 
have completed the job, but admitted 
he didn’t have the skill to complete 
it quickly (and his wife was nagging 
him to finish it). 


How much 
can you do by 
yourself? 


Both Ohio owners ended up paying 
more for the job than they would have 
by hiring a contractor from the start. 

There’s a third variation that costs 
a DIY’er up to two times what a pro 
would charge—sometimes more. Con- 
tractor Hal Smith of Tarzana, Calif., 
tells of one case: “A guy built a room 
addition that needed only two outside 
walls and a flat roof—not a big deal. 
But he had no experience framing, and 
he must have had a bad guidebook. 
He called us in because the wall above 
his window was sagging. 

“You guessed it. He left out the 
headers. But that wasn’t all. Some of 
the joists were spliced with 10d nails, 
studs were crooked, wallboard joints 
showed gaps, and there was insulation 
in only a few wall cavities. We had 
to tear down the job to the foundation. 
Then, because the building inspector 
had never been notified, we had to 
jackhammer a hole in the slab to prove 
to the inspector it was OK. 

“This guy could have saved from 
$2,500 to $3,000 by having us do the 
whole thing from scratch.” 

HOW TO EVALUATE YOUR NEEDS 

@ The ratio of labor to materials 
moves accordianlike over a wide range 
for different categories of work. Paint- 
ing interior walls can knock out 80 per- 
cent of the contractor cost. Laying up 
expensive zebrawood paneling in a liv- 
ing room wall may eliminate only 10 
percent of the remodeler’s cost. On a 
job weighted in price toward materials 
and light on labor, you’d be wise to 
decide on doing it yourself for reasons 
other than cost. 

For example, you're positive you can 
do a better job laying up wall paneling 
than a contractor. Fine. Go to it. But 
if you lack that degree of confidence, 
remember you pay for the goofs you 


| make. A trustworthy contractor stands 


| 


behind his job. If he goofs, he pays. 


|| @ Then there’s the matter of design. 


Is what you do going to look archi- 


tecturally correct? This may seem like 
frivolous carping until you sell your 
house. Then bad design shows up in 
spades. Buyers are probably the tough- 
est critics in the business. They may 
not spell out their feelings in archi- 
tectural language, but “they know 
what they like,” lifting a cliché from 
the art world. 

@ Finally, at the end of the job, will 
you be whole and healthy? Without go- 
ing into any tales told by emergency 
room veterans about DIY projects that 
went amiss, safety is an important fac- 
tor to consider. Experienced home re- 
modelers and contractors alike will 
warn you to buy any tool you want, 
but learn the right way to use it before 
going into action. That applies to every 
piece of equipment from a brand-new 
saw to a simple claw hammer. It also 
applies to maneuvering across a roof 
to lay new shingles. Even roofers get 
hurt working on roofs. 

Everything said so far carries weight 
in your decision. But in perspective, 
the goofs add up to a minority. Most 
people plunge into DIY jobs and come 
out with a grin. They've done what 
they set out to do, and they’re right- 
fully proud. 

Of course, lurking in the background 
is a comment by Neil Kelly, a Portland, 
Ore., contractor: “Some of my best cus- 
tomers are people who tried do-it- 
yourself. They know the pitfalls and 
the problems. And they have more re- 
spect for what we do than the family 
who has never touched a tool.” 


Before starting 
the job, size up 
your skills 


In the end, you’re the one who must | 
judge the value of taking on repair or | 
remodeling yourself. There is no fast | 
set of rules to guide you. The moment 
someone tells you not to fool around 
with anything electrical, you'll run into 
a friend who’s wired his own addition 
with no trouble at all—in fact, with 
advice from the building inspector 
who OKed the job. 

ECONOMICAL WAYS TO GET HELP 

For people who do not feel gung 
ho about jumping into a complicated 
DIY project, here are three perfectly 
acceptable ways to give yourself a 
boost and still save money: 

1. Get design help from an architect 
or contractor on an hourly fee basis. 
Rates are sometimes as low as $25 per 
hour and generally range up to $50 
or $60 an hour. If you insist on top- 
drawer professionals, get ready to 
plunk down $100 per hour. 

You can buy anything from idea 
sketches to complete drawings. Draw- 
ings, by the way, are mandatory if in 








your community you need a building 
sermit to make structural changes. 
/ You also gain advice. Ask as many 
‘questions as you like. You're paying for 
he time. And when learning, there are 
10 such things as “dumb questions.” 

2. Contract for part of the job. For 
xample, get a pro to put in foundation 
and framing for a room addition. Then 
take over and put in the finishing 
touches. Finishing wins you more than 
30 percent of the savings. 

3. Complete a job with professional 
advice before and during the time it 
takes. For instance, contractor Dean 
‘Larson of Stevens Point, Wis., often 
‘gives advice to DIY’ers, and usually at 
no charge. The reason: Larson operates 
a building material outlet as a corollary 
to his contracting business. When a 
homeowner buys a load of material, 
Larson wants to help the buyer put 
the pieces together correctly. 

If no such Dean Larson conducts 

business in your community, it prob- 
ably would pay you to get advice for 
a fee. The mistakes you don’t make 
could save you a bundle later. 
_ Finally, base your decision to per- 
form remodeling tasks on an honest 
appraisal of your own experience, the 
time you have to spend and the plea- 
sure you'll get out of it. If you can 
give yourself a go ahead on those fac- 
tors, then relish the money you'll save. 
~ When limited to jobs on which you 
feel confident, DIY makes sense for a 
host of reasons. Not the least is per- 
sonal pride. Even contractors admit 
that owners, dedicated to doing the job 
right, often complete a small remod- 
eling more professionally than profes- 
sionals. There are few activities around 
the house more gratifying.

Germans who ventured westward 
to settle in Texas had to travel 
lightly.

more than 50 margaritas (base: tequila) 
every day compared to 10 Manhattans 
and martinis. And a report in the May 
1, 1980, issue of “Impact,” a wine and 
spirits industry newsletter, notes an al- 
most 15-percent increase in tequila 
shipments to this country in 1979. 

IT’S MADE FROM A DESERT PLANT 

The source of all this potent pleasure 
is the blue agave, a member of the 
amaryllis family, which also includes 
the century plant and the maguey. 
This spiny-leafed distant relative of the 
Easter lily grows only in the foothills 
of the Sierra Madre around the town 
of Tequila, west of Guadalajara in the 
Mexican province of Jalisco. 

It reaches maturity somewhere be- 
tween its eighth and 13th year; only 
then, once in its lifetime, does it bear 
its pineapple-like fruit, which the Mex- 
icans call pina. When it is ready to 
be harvested, the blue-green bottom 
leaves begin to turn brown, and the 
basketball-sized fruit begins to bend. 

The harvesters trim the leaves and 
cut the pina from its roots. After it 
is brought to the distillery, it is halved, 
placed in an oven and steamed so that 
the less desirable saps “sweat” out. 

Once these saps are drained, the 
pina continues to cook at higher tem- 
peratures, until it is sweet, soft and 
juicy. Then, it is pressed and the fruc- 
tose-rich juice runs off into large vats 
where yeast is added and the agave 
juice is fermented. After fermentation 
it is distilled in copper pot stills. 

The distillate that results is white te- 
quila, colorless and unaged. Most of it 
is bottled in Mexico, but much of what 
is shipped to this country is sent in 
bulk and bottled here. One of the few 
exceptions is Herradura Tequila, a 
brand that distills its spirit twice and 
bottles it all in Mexico. 

The law requires that, to be legally 
classified as tequila, the spirit must 
contain at least 51 percent blue agave. 
Of all the brands that come to the Unit- 
ed States, only Herradura is made of 
100 percent blue agave. In most other 
cases, the distiller blends 51 percent 
or more agave with alcohol derived 
from fermenting sugar. This addition 
is somewhat like a high-proof rum.

THE COLORFUL HISTORY 

On its home territory and especially 
out in the country, tequila is credited 
with powers to cleanse the blood, cure 
syphilis, repel insects, light charcoal 
fires, aid digestion, sterilize cuts and

also work as a laxative, diuretic and 
after-shave lotion. Not the least of its 
potential powers is the aphrodisiac ef- 
fect. All of which is probably why it 
is sold in hardware stores and _ phar- 
macies as well as liquor shops down 
Mexico way. 

If tequila seems to be an integral 
part of Mexico’s lore and life, it is be- 
cause it has been with the people for 
centuries. The Aztecs started it all 
when they began to ferment the sap 
of the maguey, a member of the agave 
genus, to make a milky, slightly foamy 
drink called pulque. Low in alcohol 
and somewhat sticky, pulque was used 
especially in religious celebrations and 
as a medical remedy. Whatever its 
medical powers may or may not be, 
it is cooling, nutritious and effective 
as a tranquilizer. Most pulque is con- 
sumed soon after it is made; little if 
any comes to this country. 

When the conquistadors arrived 
from Spain, they took the Aztecs’ mild 
and wholesome pulque one step fur- 
ther to make a potent firewater they 
called mezcal, a 100-proof shocker. 

Aztec priests began the custom of 
adding a worm to mezcal, probably to 
make it a symbol of the life spirit. To- 
day, some mezcal is still sold with a 
worm floating in the bottle. In this 
country, at least one Mexico-bottled 
brand, Monte Alban, comes con gu- 
sano, with agave worm. And, among 
the most macho of Mexican men, the 
mezcal worm is prized as a special, top- 
grade aphrodisiac.

Finally, from this background and 
long history came tequila. 

White tequila is light-bodied, clean, 
brisk and powerful; it adapts partic- 
ularly well to mixed drinks. It is, in 
fact, used as the base for margaritas. 

Gold tequila is a rich golden color. 
Medium-bodied, it mixes well in tall 
drinks or is taken on the rocks. 

Anejo is aged tequila. Herradura is 
the first aged tequila to be imported 
to the United States. Richer than other 
tequilas, this premium product is often 
sipped in a snifter. 

Many of the tequila brands found in 
the United States are shipped here in 
more than one style. Among those te- 
quilas and mezcals found here are Aca- 
pulco, Arandas, Corrida, Don Emilio, 
El Gran Matador, E] Toro, Fonda Blan- 
ca, Gavilan, Herradura, José Cuervo, 
La Prima, Matador, Miguel Mezcal, 
Monte Alban Mezcal, Montezuma, Old 
Mr. Boston, Olé, Olmeca, Pedro Do- 
mecq, Pepe Lopez, San Matias, Sauza, 
Terana, Two Finger and Vuelo. Prices 
range in New York retail shops from 
about $5.50 to $16, for anejo. Most 
prices fall in the $5.80 to $7 spread. 


MARGARITA 


1'/, ounces white tequila 
Juice of '/, lime or lemon

ind-white gingham and hired Walter 
Jetton, the late Barbecue King from 
Fort Worth, to cook up a few Santa 
Gertrudis carcasses. Topping these fre- 
quent feasts was plenty of Lady Bird’s 
homemade Stonewall peach ice cream! 

Historians argue over whether the 
name comes from the Spanish word 
barbacoa, a wooden grid on which 
meat is roasted, or from a French 
phrase barbe d queue, referring to an 
ancient way of cooking meat, but from 
a Texas point of view, barbecue began 
as cowboy grub. 

When the boys were driving their 
Longhorns to the Kansas City and Abi- 
lene stockmarkets, they needed some- 
thing that would stick to their ribs. To 
this day, the specialness of a barbecue, 
which must have taken some of the 
monotony out of those long dusty trail 


drives, lingers, as does the romance of 


cooking and eating outdoors. 

Although it’s been said half-seriously 
that Texas is a place where we bar- 
becue everything except ice cream, no 
one ever said barbecue had to be ex- 
clusively beef. Chicken, venison, tur- 
key, lamb and cabrito, young Spanish 
goat, all make fine BBQ-eating. 

Any good barbecuer worth his bris- 
ket will tell you the secrets to the art 


of BBQ-ing lie in the wood, the cook- 
ing time and the sauce. Any nonoily 
hardwood like hickory or oak is good, 
but mesquite is considered the best for 
its flavorful aroma and comparable 
heat. (Genuine mesquite logs can be or- 
dered through Laredo Mesquite Wood 


Inc., 359 Post Oak, Houston, TX 77024.) 
“Slow, slow cooking over a steady 


heat. If your fire gets too hot, the meat 
cooks too quickly and that isn’t bar- 
becue. You want it to end up charred 
on the outside but juicy on the inside,” 
says my daddy. Or as Mimi Sheraton 
explains: “The meat that is the basis 
of Texas barbecue is really hot smoked 
cooked, a process that combines ele- 
ments of roasting with smoking.” 

The perfect BBQ sauce? Everyone 
in Texas who barbecues (and we don’t 
mean with a hibachi or Little Smokey) 
possesses his/her own personalized, of- 
ten fiercely guarded, recipe. Two won- 
derful cookbooks, out of print but 
worth tracking down, are The Texas 
Cookbook, by Mary Faulk Koock (Lit- 
tle, Brown) and A Taste of Texas, edit- 
ed by Jane Trahey (Random House). 

Traditionally accompanying barbe- 
cued meat is “extra” sauce, potato sal- 
ad, pinto beans, sliced white bread 
fresh from its plastic sack, stacks of raw 
Bermuda onions, sour pickles, coleslaw, 
scalding hot coffee and icy cold beer. 
Seldom does one find Limoges, not to 
mention silverware, at a barbecue, un- 


less someone is trying to “put on the 
dog.” It’s disposable paper and plastic 
plates, napkins and cutlery all the way. 

What’s appropriate to wear to a bar- 
becue? Anything comfortable and cer- 
tainly nothing chic. Generally it’s cow- 
boy/girl attire: blue jeans (great for 
wiping BBQ stains on), colorful pearl- 
snapped shirts, boots and Stetsons. 

When Texans aren’t barbecuing, 
they can be found in the fragrant, smo- 
key BBQ establishments that plentiful- 
ly abound. Along the superhighways 
that snake across the flat landscape are 
these unassuming-looking eateries with 
their simple, often tumbled-down, ar- 
chitecture, friendly service and screen 
doors that try to keep flies out. (One 
sure “four-star” sign of an authentic 
BBQ place is the brown butcher’s pa- 
per used for a plate.)

small town called Houston. 

“We have it all over every other 
state,” says my mother, Ginny Kent, 
happier to be in Paris, Texas, than Par- 
is, France, any day. “Yes, everythang 
is here,” my daddy, Doc Kent, dittos. 

But then I never did agree with my 
parents on everythang. So it was with 
much careful thought and some risk 
that I pulled up my roots and my taste- 
buds back in 1970 to go “north towards 
home,” as writer Willie Morris, an 
adopted Texan, called New York City 
when he made the same brave trek 
in the early Sixties. It’s hard to leave 
home, period; it’s even harder for a 
Texan to leave Texas. 

But I did have the small (oil) town 
blues. I wanted More. More than even 
a place as big as Texas, the state where 
one lives by a very indoctrinated code 
of bigness, could offer me. I knew Tex- 
as could satisfy me “someday,” but my 
“fenced-in” feeling and my impatience 
forced me to “get on.” 

Looking back, no, I wouldn’t have 
been happier “staying put” in Texas. 
Not then. Nor have I ever entertained 
any sentimental desires to return “‘for 
good” to Texas. The fantasy of going 
back is just that. Texas is in better 
places for me—my heart and soul. 

Yet I disagree with Thomas Wolfe; 
I go home, often. I stay in touch and 
I’m a bigger cheerleader for the state 
than I am for myself at times. Stub- 
bornly I hold on to my Texas driver’s 
license, as if it’s some wondrous pass- 
port to a magical, foreign country, 
which Texas is, of course. 

And the Greenwich Village brown- 
stone I share with my husband (who 
was named an Honorary Citizen of 
Texas by the governor when we mar- 
ried) is packed with cowskulls, serapes, 
strings of dried chili pods, Stetsons, gun 
racks, Willie Nelson and Freddie Fend- 
er records, and other Texana memo- 
rabilia. We compromisingly call this 
self-inflicted decor “Country & West- 
ern,” and it’s the next best thang to 
being in Texas many times. 

What do I miss most about being 
away from a place as original, as spir- 
ited and as unique as Texas? University 
of Texas Longhorn football games, 
Luckenbach, River Oaks, chicken-fried 


steak at Goodson’s Cafe in Tomball, 
hot okra pickles, mayhaw jelly, Astro- 
dome, quail hunting, Round Top res- 
torations, Aggie jokes, Ninfa’s on Navi- 
gation, “Bevo,” Sakowitz’s Gulf shrimp 
salad, Big Ben National Park. 

The original Nein cus in Dal- 
las, Hilltop Herb Fai Bayou 
Bend, Lammes’ Pecan ??r:!ine lrive- 
ins and car hops, beer joiiits and honky- 
tonks, bluebonnets and !ndian_ paint- 
brushes, chicken and dum it the 
Pickett House in Jasper, H« n Live- 


stock Show, the Salt Grass Trail, Hunts- 
ville Prison Rodeo, Y.O. Ranch’s cattle 
sales, San Jacinto Inn, the Alamo, Wick 
Fowler’s 4-Alarm chili, armadillos, oil 
wells, Santa Gertrudis, Brahamas and 
Charolais cows, the Azalea Trail, Kil- 
gore Rangerettes, Maxine Messinger 
and Betty Ewing’s columns in The 
Houston Chronicle and Frito pie. 

I also miss anything shaped like Tex- 
as: cookie cutters, party invitations, 
fruitcakes. And those sensationally silly 
annual events that take place only in 
Texas: Cuero’s Turkey Trot, Luling’s 
Watermelon Thump, Stonewall’s 
Peach Festival, Sweetwater’s Rattle- 
snake Roundup, Hereford’s All-Girl 
Rodeo, Waxahachie’s Cabrito Cookoff, 
Junction’s Kountry Kow Kick, Victo- 
ria’s Armadillo Races and Odessa’s Jack 
Rabbit Roping. 

I really don’t think it’s my thick-as- 
créme-fraiche accent or the way I dip- 
thong my vowels that causes New 
Yorkers to continue to ask me where 
I am from. No, I believe it’s because 
Texans give off something like a fra- 
grance that clearly identifies us as ex- 
otic, at least different.

There are plenty of things outsiders 
don’t understand about Texans and 
Texas, other than the clichés of people 
only interested in beer, barbecue and 
partying, or that we're all owners of 
spreads as large as the King Ranch. 
True, we seldom hide the fact we are 
Texans. If no one gets the whiff, we 
usually run ourselves by once more. 

Most of us do flaunt our Texasness, 
reveling in a power we aren't allowed 
to ever take for granted. Early on, we 
are taught everything is possible, caus- 
ing us not to give up easily. (Or a state 
as big as Texas wouldn’t have gotten 
settled as it did.) 

A lot of Texans do stretch the truth 
as if it were a rubber band and do 
little “Big Tex” acts. In defense of my 
homeland, naturally, I will say that this 
is expected of us. Thanks to Hollywood 
we have this “Giant” image to live up 
to. Constantly. “Hyperbole was to Lyn- 
don Johnson what oxygen is to life,” 
once commented the late president’s 
press secretary, television journalist 
Bill Moyers, a Texan himself. Anne 
Armstrong, a Texas rancher and for- 
mer U.S. Ambassador to Britain, often 
wore cowboy boots under her evening 
dresses for formal occasions in reput- 
edly stuffy England. “The English 
couldn’t have been more pleased or 
excited,” she recalls. “Being a Texan 
was a big asset, because to the British, 
Texas is the very essence of America.” 


Notorious for wanting to have a 
“good time,” Texans will party at the 
drop of a cowboy hat. Whether some- 
one is coming or going, it’s just another 
excuse to give a big “Texas howdy.” 
Nobody ever throws a casual brunch 
in Texas. It’s either a brawl or a bash. 
Like the annual Cattle Baron’s Ball 
near Dallas/ Fort Worth on a sprawl- 
ing ranch where the ladies wear skin- 
tight pink satin cowgirl suits and have 
their hairdressers braid dozens of pha- 
laenopsis orchids in their hair. West 
Texas businessman/rancher Charles. 
Schreiner III rode his favorite bull into 
his recent black-tie birthday party, a 
celebration held indoors. And it’s not) 
at all uncommon of for at least one 
Texas debutante a year to end her lav-| 
ish coming-out festivities by jumping 
into a slimey cow trough in her Paris- | 
bought gown. | 

I think one of the reasons there is’ 
suddenly such an interest in Texas is | 
because the people there have always 
known how to live, and finally the rest 
of the world is beginning to recognize 
it. Besides the fashion influence of Tex- | 
as wear, watch for the interest to ignite | 
a major motion picture trend. Urban 
Cowboy, Roadie and Honeysuckle Rose 
all have Texas themes. 

It’s nice to know we've finally ar-_ 
rived, but most of us knew we had. 
it all along. “It” being somethang spe- 
cial. Somethang I call TEX-tra. TEX- 
traness has to do with openness, a 
warmth, a friendliness, an ease that is_ 
definitely contagious. 

While living in Texas for nearly 25 
years it never failed to crack me up, 
but it probably would have for good 
if I'd stayed around longer. There had 
been a prevailing theory for years that 
we (seemingly) self-confident Texans 
held on to: “If you aren’t from the East, 
you aren’t any good.” Well, thanks to 
recent developments, the tables have 
been turned wildly. 

When I was living in Houston, fresh 
out of college in the late Sixties, the 
rumors were rife that we were living 
in the place with big expectations: the 
city and the state of the future. And 
now those predictions have all come 
true. (Dallas is growing, too, but no- 
where like HousTex is. 

Think of Houston as one big jalapeno 
pepper—and when you are hot in Tex- 
as, you are HOT. A recession may be 
taking place elsewhere, but Houston 
is booming. Jobs are plentiful and the 
opportunities to advance are incred- 
ible in this new promised land. Making 
enormous economic strides in a few, 
fast years, it is attracting en masse a 
skilled middle class, white-collar work- 
ers, managers and corporations, plus 
foreign money and expertise. 

Nicknamed “Petropolis USA,” Hous- 
ton not only has become the chic place 
to be (from), but also the sheik place. 
The scent of money in Houston is as 
strong as the pollution rising from the

and that can be an ugly situation. 

Toy breeds, obviously, are very small 
animals and therein lies the element 
most responsible for their great appeal. 
They just cry out to be held and 
hugged and adored, like the smallest 
of children. The term /ap dog was well 
chosen for these little animals because 
that is exactly where they want to be 
as much of the time as possible, and 
it’s not uncommon at all to see adult 
owners carrying their pets in their 
arms. And that’s OK because the adult 
toy owners know how to do this with- 
out hurting the animal. 

HOW TO HANDLE 
SMALL DOGS PROPERLY 

But few children can handle a toy 

properly. Never entrust so fragile a dog 


to the unbridled clutches of a four- or 
five-year-old, for the dog can be vir- 
tually “loved” to death. A tiny dog 
weighing no more than several pounds 
is a very fragile, delicate and poten- 
tially “breakable” imp. 

Little ribs are delicate and cannot 
take much pressure from an overly ex- 
uberant embrace. Legs and paws can 
take little or no pulling or pushing or 
squeezing of the sort that small chil- 
dren attempt with each other. Toy 
dogs also tire easily from the extended, 
hectic play of children whose endur- 
ance is greater. This is especially true 
of a middle-aged or older animal. 

TOY TEMPERAMENT 

And then there is the temperament 
of most toy breeds. They are extremely 
sensitive, quick to respond to the 
slightest variation of human emotion. 
They watch the human face and body 
for every nuance of expression and 


23 
make highly perceptive value judg- 
ments. A laugh, a frown or even a 
yawn is keenly observed by the dog 
and given careful consideration. A sud- 
den move or gesture can cause a hasty 
retreat or an aggressive move forward. 
They bark at the slightest sound that 
seems out of the ordinary and will 
guard their homes, their lives and their 


personal fortunes with the attitude of 


dogs 10 times their size. However, they 
cannot endure hollering or rejection 
in any manner too severe lest they find 
their life unbearable. 

All toys perceive the voice as the 
soundboard of the human heart and 
that, unfortunately, does not give them 
accurate readings of boisterous chil- 
dren. For example, grownups living 
with toy dogs will speak in the dulcet 
tones of affection that are usually used 
when a kiss or embrace is desired.

correct depth. Keep the beveled edge 
of the chisel down and take it easy 
so that you don’t cut too deeply. If 
you do go too deep, you'll have to ad- 
just with a shim. 









When warped Hold door in 
door doesn’t meet stop new position, and renail 
at top or bottom, remove. stop against door. 


PLANING THE DOOR 


When hinge adjustments fail, you 
can correct the sticking problem by 
sanding or planing. If the bind is slight, 
try sanding the offending area. It’s 
slower than planing but more accurate. 

If it is a large area or severe bind, 
you will have to use a plane. A jack 
plane or smooth plane will give you 
the most even cut possible. 

Doors that bind on the latch side 
or top can be worked on while the 
door is still hung, but this is seldom 
a satisfactory method. It’s best to re- 
move the door and brace it securely 
before planing. Furthermore, the 
proper way to plane a door is only 
along the hinge side. This way, any 
careless work is well hidden. If much 
wood has to be removed, then the mor- 
tises may have to be deepened again 
for a proper hinge fit. 

It’s easy to remove too much wood, 
creating an all-too visible eyesore. So 
go slow and make long, smooth, shal- 
low cuts. In addition, always plane with 
the wood grain. Going against it can 
result in deep gouges. 


ADJUSTING DOOR STOPS 


If a door is only a little warped, 
here’s a quick solution to hide the gap 
where it twists away from the door 
stop. Remove the door stop and then 
with the door closed and held firmly 
by someone else, butt it closer to the 
door and renail or rescrew the stop 
so it fits snugly. The stop is quite flex- 
ible and will easily bend to accommo- 
date all but the most severely twisted 
door. Repaint the jamb and you'll have 
a door that appears to close as good 
as any other door. | 


LUBRICATING DOORS | 


Doors, like anything else that moves, | 
need lubricating unless you’re partial | 
to squeaks. Use graphite and not oil 
for those hinges. Oil attracts dirt. If) 
you have squeaky hinges, check first) 
to see if they are rusty and clean.

A Month-by-Month Reminder 


OCTOBER TIPS, SAFE CANNING AND FALL CLEAN-UP 





OCTOBER Fallen autumn leaves can be shred- 
ded by a lawn mower for use as 

a light mulch on lawn or garden. They're also a free, rich 
cae compost. Pick tomatoes now if an early frost is expected. 
Remember, tomatoes ripen at night, not during the day. People 


who place them on the window sill slow the ripening process; 
a dark, well-ventilated location is best. See last October's ‘‘Gar- 


den Guide”’ for forced bulb instructions, list of frost dates. 


34 FALL TIPS "%& 


* Buy bulbs for planting throughout this 
month and next. Be sure to label planted 
areas because it’s hard to remember 
what went where, come spring. 

* Christmas cacti begin their dormant 
period this month. Keep them cool 
(around 50° F), dry and away from 
artificial light for 40 days. 

x Evergreen shrubs (balled and burlapped 
or container-grown) can be planted until 
the middle of this month. 

* Dig, clean and dry begonia tubers. Store 
in fresh, dry peat moss. 

* Dahlias are expensive, but when you dig 
them you'll be pleased to find that one 
plant tuber has multiplied into six or 
more potential plants. 

* Gourds for drying should be washed 
with a weak solution of a household 
disinfectant. Wipe and set them to dry in 
a well-ventilated area. When dry, coat 


YOU CAN CAN 


Almost all vegetables and fruits can be 
preserved if properly prepared. Freezing 
is the simplest method. Drying some of 
the harvest is becoming popular as more 
home gardeners experiment with the va- 
riety of dehydration units currently avail- 
able. Canning is the old standby method 
and makes the longest lasting preserves. 
A friend recently enjoyed a fruit preserve 
she had canned 40 years before! 
Canning instructions must be carefully 
followed in order to prevent botulism, 
so make sure to get a reliable source 
for reference.

* The last of the apple and pear crop 
should be picked by the end of October. 
Store in a moist, cool place in open 
boxes (three layers per box). Examine 
regularly—remember, one bad apple. . . 

* Pussy willow can be easily increased by 
planting cuttings. Take six- to eight-inch 
tip cuttings and place them halfway into 
the ground for spring growth. 

* Many trees and shrubs can be bought 
dormant and bare-root for planting now. 
Some experts think fall planting is best. 
Tree roots start to grow early in the 
spring, leaf out quickly—they’ll be less 
susceptible to wind burn and sun scald. 
Mail-order nurseries supply bare-root 
stock for planting in your area. For 
planting instructions, see April 1980 
“Garden Guide.”

RETHINK YOUR ROOMS 


30 top decorators tell how 


By CLAIRE WHITCOMB 
Since the days when sitting rooms, 
breakfast rooms, living and dining 
. rooms got their names, lifestyles have 
changed. Now the whole house is for 
living—and each room works for a lot 
of different activities. A bedroom isn’t 
just a bedroom any more—it’s a break- 
fast nook, reading room, letter-writing 
retreat. It’s a lot more fun to live in 
a house that’s ready for you to do what 
you want—where you want. And with 
just this flexibility in mind, we’ve asked 
30 top designers to help you take a 
fresh look at your rooms—and make 
the most of your living space. It’s a 
process that requires rethinking things, 
focusing on how you live—or how 
you'd like to live—and building up 
from there. So here’s to making every 
room your favorite spot in the house. 
1. “Use your imaginative powers,” 
says ANGELO DONGHIA. “Don’t be lim- 
ited by things as they are.” When he 
approaches the design of a room, he 
sits down in the middle, closes his eyes 
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and imagines the room as empty. “Ask 
yourself, ‘If I could use this room for 
anything, what would it be? If what 
you'd really like to do is read, then 
you'll need a comfortable chair. What’s 
the most appealing spot in the room— 
is it by the window, by the fireplace? 
That’s where your reading chair goes. 
The trick is not to say, “This is a living 
room, I’ll need chairs for guests and 
a rug.’ That’s just a shopping list. What 
counts is how a room really works.” 

2. “Most people can’t afford to have 
dining rooms,” says ROBERT DENNING 
of Denning & Fourcade. “So I think 
of them as living rooms with tables in 
them. A dining room can be a guest 
room, too—line the walls with built- 
in banquette beds. (Lots of pillows will 
make them look like sofas.) In the mid- 
dle, put a round, tilt-top table that you 
can flip up and place flat against the 
wall.” 

3. A guest room makes a great me- 
dia center, according to MARIO 
BUATTA. “The new four-foot screens 
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don’t fit in a bookcase, so why not set 
up a whole room for TV viewing?” 

4. Where’s the best place to exer- 
cise? “In the bedroom,” says KEVIN 
WALZ. Mirror one wall and add a ballet 
bar, roll up a gym mat and keep it 
in a basket by the door. “Don’t try 
to disguise the equipment—keep the 
barbells and the exercise bike out 
where they’re easy to use.” 

5. Studio apartments have to live 
multiple lives, so to make the space 
seem bigger, GEORGINA FAIRHOLME 
suggests using two small sofas instead 
of one big one. “Arrange them in an 
L, add a few slipper chairs, and you 
can serve dinner on the coffee table.” 

6. JAY SPECTRE is also in favor of 
dining in the living room. “It’s an out- 
moded concept that every living room 
needs a sofa—so select an interesting 
tea-height table and surround it by 
four comfortable chairs. Serve dinner 
there.” To pull the room together, he 
suggests painting each wall a different 
pastel shade—gray/beige, creamy 


white, pale yellow, mauvey pink—and | 


covering the four chairs to match. 


7. CARLETON VARNEY just remod- | 
eled his New York apartment to make © 


the living/dining rooms one central, 
multipurpose area. “Our very big, for- 
mal dining room just wasn’t working. 
So we tore down doors and created 


one big, cpen space. With sofas in the | 


dining room, the whole area works for 
casual entertaining.” 
8. “Kitchens should be just as glam- 


orous as the rest of the house,” says — 


CHARLES MOUNT. “Don’t decorate a 
kitchen like a kitchen—think of it as 
a beautiful room for cooking and en- 
tertaining.” He turned a New York loft 
kitchen into an oriental masterpiece 
with black slate floors, oyster-white 
counters and a sculptured, red _lac- 
quered wall of shelving. “It’s very se- 
rene—and its beauty is open right to 
the living room.” 

9. Is your furniture in the right 
spot? Would a comfortable, overstuffed 
chair from the living room make the 
den a great place for reading? “Try 
rotating your furniture,” says SUSAN 
ZISES, “and see what a difference a sofa 
can make in the bedroom—or an éta- 
gere in the bathroom. Experiment 
with what you have, and then calculate 
what you need to buy.” 

10. A dining table doesn’t have to be 
surrounded by a matching set of chairs. 
MELVIN DWORK chose two huge wing 
chairs, lots of smaller side chairs and 
a leather settee (Continued on page 90)

as seating for a big country table. “It’s 
more appealing—you can use the 
chairs in different parts of the house. 
And children love the comfort.” 

11. “People love to gather around a 
big, inviting surface,” says BOB PATINO 
of Patino Wolf Associates—so he ad- 
vocates putting an overscaled dining 
table right in the middle of the living 
room. “It eliminates the need for a din- 
ing room. People can sew on one end, 
do homework on another, read, pay 
bills. It’s great for entertaining friends 
and more conducive to conversation 
than a coffee table and sofas.” 

12. “A bedroom should be like a sit- 
ting room,” says MRS. HENRY PARISH 
lil of Parish-Hadley. “It should have a 
big sofa and chaise by the fireplace 
so friends can sit and have tea. A bed- 
room should radiate warmth—and it 
should be a showplace for all your fa- 
vorite things, with pictures of you, your 
family and pets. It’s much, much more 
than a bed and two nightstands.” 

13. “Halls make wonderful play- 
rooms,” says LUCRETIA ROBERTSON of 
Lang/Robertson. “Children don’t 
mind they’re only 36 inches wide. 
Paint on hopscotch lines or Chinese 
checker boards and finish with poly- 
urethane.” Another Lang/ Robertson 
hall space saver: Set up your stereo 
headquarters in the hall and wire the 
sound into the room ef your choice. 

14. There never seems to be a good 
spot to spread out bills, files and all 
that home office clutter—so GARY 
CRAIN created one by building a false 
wall in a wide hall. “That’s enough space 
for a desk, shelves and complete home 
office. And it’s all neatly tucked away.” 
If the wall’s a foot or two shy of the 
ceiling, light and air flow freely—and 
if it extends the full length of the hall, 
there’s plenty of extra room for storing 
bikes, skiis, out-of-season clothes. “I’ve 
used a false wall in the bedroom, too. 
I covered the outside with mirrors and 
lined the inside with bookshelves and 
a work space for a desk.” 

15. “It’s wonderfully relaxing to have 
dinner in your bedroom,” says BEBE 
WINKLER. “Set up two overstuffed 
chairs with a 34-inch round table. Off 
duty, use the table for a desk; in its 
place, put a comfy ottoman so each 
person can put up his or her feet for 
reading.” 

16. “Sheathe a dining room with 
floor-to-ceiling bookshelves, and turn 
it into a cozy library,” says JOHN DICK- 
INSON. “Lower the table to 28 inches 
and use scaled-down armchairs to 
make the room feel more like a study.” 

17. “Your bedroom should be a fan- 
tasy place,” says MARY McFADDEN, who 
has come up with an imaginative sce- 
nario that works for sleeping, eating 
and entertaining. White built-in plat- 


forms are the key to it all. “I'd have 
lots of levels,” she says, “one with a 
mattress for a bed, one banquette- 
shaped for seating, and others just cov- 
ered with cushions. Even the table 
should be on a platform—when you 
perceive something on a different 
plane, it stands out as sculpture. And 
for storage, just lift up the cushioned 
seats.” 

18. Instead of hiding stereo equip- 
ment in cabinets, STEVEN MALLORY 
shows them off in dramatic, sculpture- 
like units. In one room, he designed 
a dark green lacquered pyramid with 
shelves for turntables, receiver, ampli- 
fier—‘“the glow of the dials and lights 
can be beautiful just in themselves.” 

19. “A comfortable love seat turns an 
entrance hall into an inviting sitting 
area, rather than just a place to pass 
through,” says TOM FLEMING of Irvine 
& Fleming. “A second-floor landing— 
a spot often overlooked—can also be 
filled with some soft chairs, baskets of 
magazines and lots of color. You can 
be a little more dramatic in decorating 
passageways. They should also give you 
a lift.” 

20. If there’s not enough space for 
each child to have a room of his own, 
try converting big, walk-in closets as 
JOE D’URSO does. “I took two 6-by-5 
closets and made them into private 
sleeping areas—and turned the main 
room into a public play area.” Each 
tiny bedroom was made larger with 
a protruding paneled entrance “lobby” 
instead of a door. 

21. If you have a small living room, 
dining room and kitchen, open the 
space up by taking down the walls as 
ROBERT K. LEWIS did. “Instead of tiny, 
boxed-in areas, you have a big, mul- 
tipurpose space.” To unify the new 
room, Lewis used one pale putty color 
on all the walls, kitchen cabinets and | 
appliances. “It gives the kitchen a 
sculptural look,” he says. To separate 
the various living areas of the room, 
he marked them off with ceilings of 
different heights and area rugs. | 

22. “Bathroom fixtures don’t appeal 
to me,” says RISTOMATTI RATIA. His al- 
ternative: Make counters, tubs, shelves © 
from beautiful tiles. “A bathroom | 
should. have character,” he says. “It’s 
a wonderful experience to lie in a tub 
and see the trees, sky, stars—so con- 
sider a skylight.” 

23. “Everyone loves sitting in the 
kitchen—why not make it the most in- 
viting room in the house?” says AL- 
EXANDRA STODDARD. She moved sink 
and cabinets so her antique country 
table could be next to a window with 
a view. She built in a high counter area 
with tall stools. “The children love to 
do homework there—I set up a type- 
writer. We have comfortable chairs so 
my husband can sit and read. Even 
if you’re alone, you never feel alone 
in the kitchen. I serve guests there— 
so I fill it (Continued on page 93) 
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with my favorite things.” 

24. An easy way to quick-change any 
room into a lounging area is with com- 
fortable hammocks. “I just adore 
them,” says WARD BENNETT, who keeps 
half a dozen in his house. “I use the 
kind with wood ends—all you need is 
two hooks in the wall, and when you 
need extra space, just take them down 
and store them in a closet.” 

25. “Too often modern design leaves 
people trying to talk across great dis- 
tances,” says MICHAEL TAYLOR, who 
believes the key to comfortable living 
rooms is easy conversational groupings. 
“When you see people sitting on chair 
arms you know the room isn’t working. 
I use three intimate seating areas—a 
14-foot banquette strands people.” 

26. For overnight guests, JOHN SA- 
LADINO stacks leather or canvas-cov- 
ered mattresses by a window. By day, 
they're a multipurpose seating ban- 
quette—by night, they spread out to 
make king-sized beds. “It’s a lot more 
comfortable than sleeping on a sofa 
bed,” he says. To turn living rooms into 
dining rooms, Saladino has designed 
18-inch coffee tables that adjust to din- 
ing height—and for a playroom/living 
room, ottomans with top cushions that 
come off for toy storage. 

27. In NOEL JEFFREY’s apartment, 
the bedroom is the place for large din- 
ner parties. “Everyone loves being in 
someone’s bedroom,” he says. ““We 
serve cocktails in the living room and 
set up three round tables around the 
diagonally placed bed, one in each 
corner. In the fourth corner, there’s 
a desk/headboard that becomes a buf- 
fet/serving area.” 

28. “We like bedrooms with a differ- 
ent point of view,” says BARBARA ROSS 
of Dexter Design. She advocates put- 
ting the mattress on a diagonal plat- 
form with built-in storage for clothes 
or a stereo system. To make the bed- 
room work like an office, roll up a table 
on wheels. “If it fits right over the bed 
like a hospital table, you can plump 
up pillows and work in bed.” 

29. “Chaise longues are not used of- 
ten enough these days,” says CINDI 
MUFSON. “They’re perfect for curling 
up and reading—and create a space 
for intimate conversation or relaxed 
television viewing.” 

30. “I use my office every day, but 
I only have a dinner party a few times 
a month,” says ROBERT METZGER—and 
so what would be the dining room in 
most people’s apartments has a big 
white desk and étagéres for his cata- 
logs. But in his drawers, there are sil- 
verware and napkins, because the desk 
is always ready to convert to a dining 
table. “I designed it with a hinged top 
so that flips out—it expands from 20 
by 72 to 40 by 72.” @

IS REUPHOLSTERING WORTH IT? 

In considering whether your sofa is 
worth the attention, investigate the 
frame. According to William Heina of 
The Heina Co., New York upholsterers, 
the frame is the most important factor 
in whether or not the sofa is worth 
reupholstering. The finest frames are 
made of ash, an exceedingly tough and 
durable wood. Within the frame, the 
springs should be rounded steel coils, 
not zigzags, and should have been 
hand-tied in place, covered in burlap 
and hair, then covered in burlap again 
and overlaid with glazed cotton, down 
pads or muslin. 

Even if the frame meets these re- 
quirements, if the shape you have in 
mind is altogether different from the

shape of your sofa’s frame, reconstruc- 
tion might have to be so major that 
you better forget reholstering and buy 
a new sofa. “The line of the sofa isn’t 
accomplished by padding,” points out 
Eddie Evans of Thomas DeAngelis, up- 
holsterers in New York. “The wooden 
frame in the sofa’s back has the same 
contour as the finished, upholstered 
sofa.” A Carr sofa, for example, has a 
curved wooden frame with the ends 
of the back tapering down. The Saint 
Thomas sofa is like a three-sided rec- 
tangle with straight back and arms at 
the same height. To rebuild a Lawson 
into either of these two shapes would 
be a waste of your time and money. 
As Evans says, “Modifications can be 
made up to a certain point. After that 
point, it’s neither practical nor aestheti- 
cally pleasing. We make very little 
modification from the basic style of the 
sofa and its frame.” 









Within the limitations imposed | 
by the wooden frame, however, | 
enough changes are possible | 
to make you feel, when the | 
~ job’s done, that you’ve never | 
seen that sofa before in your 
life—it’s like a whole new 
piece. Depending on the 
way you have it padded, the 
\ good old Lawson sofa may 
come up soft and kittenish, 
so voluptuously rounded and bouncy, 
your guests can hardly be gotten out 
of it, or so squared off and no-nonsen- 
sical, they'll remain comfortably alert | 
and conversational. 
THE CUSHIONS 
Bearing in mind the typical Lawson 
characteristics—straight back with at- 
tached cushions, scrolled arms—one of 
the most obvious refreshers is to re- 
place the attached cushions with loose 
ones. These could be firm, straight- 
edged, tailored box cushions divided 
in two, or several cushions across the 
back. The box (Continued on page 96)

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cushion is squared off by a border pan- 
el that runs around it, usually finished 
with welt seams. Box cushions next to 
the arm are called 7-cushions because 
they’re shaped away from the arm in 
back and fit around the arm. 

On the soft side, the cushion replace- 
ments could be king cushions. King 
cushions might have descended from 
those on which medieval pages bore 
the crown and sword. They may have 
knife edges, or knife edges and shirred 
corners. The shirred corners are also 
known as Turkish corners. Shirring the 
corners in this way increases the 
crown, or center, of the cushion, mak- 
ing it more rounded. 

THE BACK 

The entire look of the Lawson can 
be even more radically changed by al- 
tering the back. In the art deco mood, 
this can be done by vastly overstuffing. 
This is accomplished with down, 
stitched into separate sleeves to keep 
it from moving, wrapped like a com- 
forter over the back. Another means 
of change is tufting. Tufting is done 
to different depths from the slightest 
dimpling to a near-finger-deep hole. 
Tufting may be accented by self-but- 
tons or by tufts (small bows, almost ro- 
settes, made of the same fabric). When 
the back is simply studded with but- 
tons, the indentation is slight, with lit- 
tle slack material around the button. 
When the indentation is deep, rich 
puckers form around the tuft, and the 
sofa back is a series of poufs and hol- 
lows. Whether deep or shallow, the tuft 
is made the same way. Twine is pulled 
all the way through the sofa from front 
to back. The tautness of the pull de- 
termines the depth of the dimple. 

Another way to change the Lawson’s 
back out of all recognition is with chan- 
neling. When a sofa is channeled, it 
appears ridged or ribbed, though the 
ridges may be very wide indeed. Each | 
channel is a down-stuffed “pipe” com- 
pletely separated from the channel 
next to it. The ticking which surrounds 
each channel is pulled through a space, | 
like that between two slats, in the sofa 
frame and tacked in place. Channeling 
may be vertical or horizontal. When 
it’s narrower at the base and wider at 
the top, it forms a shell back. If you'd 
like your Lawson to become rakishly 
art deco, try channeling run diagonal- 
ly. Of aim for Hollywood glamour with 
channeling running in the oval curves 
of a rainbow. 





ARMS 

The arms’ style and scale must suit | 
the back’s. The Lawson arm was origi- | 
nally scrolled, but is now more often 
almost square. Instead of either of 
these styles, the arm might be set back | 
so that instead of coming all the way 
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forward to (Continued on page 98)

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the edge of the seat, it comes only 
three quarters of the way. Conversely, 
it could go all the way forward and 
all the way to the far edge of the back 
to become the full-length arm. 

For a nice, plump arm to go with 
a well-padded back, you could use the 
pulled-over arm. In a pulled-over arm, 
one piece of fabric is drawn over the 
entire arm so that it gathers toward 
one point of attachment. Or the arm 
may be made into a paneled arm. 
When an arm is paneled, after the pad- 
ding is drawn under the arm, an extra, 
stiff piece, a panel, is appliquéd to the 
front. To continue the puffed-up mood, 
you could use a flat scroll, which is 
a padded square; a heavy scroll; center 
the arm with a button; toss an addi- 
tional layer of cushions across the back; 
or tuck bolsters beside the arms. 

There are a variety of roll arms. One 
is made by putting a round roll, or 
pad, over the top of a square arm— 
the inside and outside of the arm re- 
maining flat, only the top and front 
curving. Another form of the roll arm 
brings a rounded pad down both the 
inside and outside of the arm in a long, 
inverted horseshoe to which a panel 
is applied. In a newer, subtly graceful 
arm, which Evans calls “the waterfall,” 
the front pours down in a gradual 
curve, while the inside is rounded and 
the outside is flat. 

THE SEAT 

Like the arm, the seat of the sofa 
continues the feeling and proportion 
of the back. Cushions may be boxy and 
divided, boxy and not divided, round- 
ed and divided, rounded and not di- 
vided, or the seat may be tufted or 
padded without cushions at all. 

THE FINAL TOUCH—THE LEGS 

Even so apparently trifling a detail 
as the feet of the sofa can make a dra- 
matic difference. A tailored flounce 
with box pleats, inverted pleats or sim- 
ple corner pleats can soften into gath-. 
ers or be shirred at the corners alone, 
or a gathered flounce can become tai- 
lored. Legs now hidden under a 
flounce may be put on view in wood. 

Square block legs, done in scale with 
the sofa, can pick up an art deco or 
an oriental flavor. The most other- 
worldly solution is to remove the legs 
and replace them with a recessed base, 
a kind of shallow box, that the sofa 
seems to be floating in space. 

On a puffy, rounded, overstuffed 
sofa, straight legs might well be taken 
off in favor of ball feet. The ball foot, 
consists of a wooden ball, frequently 
made bigger and rounder still by a cov-) 
ering of glazed cotton—a commercial| 
gauze that comes in sheets and mea- 
sures about three eighths of an inch 
thick. The feet are then covered in 
the same fabric as the sofa.

the anchor and the Old English style 
letter G have been used in their marks 
since 1868. The E indicates the spoon 
was made in the year 1872. The price 
of silver flatware is partly based on the 
weight. Weigh your silver. Each day 
in the financial section of your news- 
paper, there’s a “spot” price or “melt- 
down” price for silver. Used flatware 
is usually worth about 25 percent more 
than the “spot” price. This year, the 
price of silver has gone from $44 to 
$12 an ounce, so the value can vary. 





Q. My pump organ was given to my grana- 
mother about 1900, but we don't know wheth- 
er it was used or new at the time. Above 
the keyboard in gold paint is lettered ‘‘Chicago 
Cottage, Chicago Co., Chicago USA."’ What's 
its worth?—C.H., Columbus, Kan. 

A.H. D. Cable was in business about 
1880 originally as the Wolfinger Organ 
Co., then the Western Cottage Organ 
Co. and then the Chicago Cottage Or- 
gan Co. By 1890 the firm became the 
Conover Brothers Co., and eventually 
the Cable Piano Co., which is still op- 
erating in Illinois. The incised design 
lines of the case and the gold-painted 
name indicate a date of manufacture 
between 1880 and 1890. Many organs 
can be dated by numbers located near 
the manufacturer's name or on the 
case. The Chicago Cottage Organ Co. 
used serial numbers from 28,100 in 
1880, 33,100 in 1885, 34,500 in 1886 
and 36,000 by 1887. The value is de- 
termined by the size, condition and 
how well it plays. If your organ is in 
working condition, a recent price book 
values it at $5,000.

“TI realized right then that I should 
hire an interior designer,” he says. “I 
began work with Ron and Victoria 
Borus, and I discovered that designers 
know how to proportion a molding, 
work with a fireplace, set in air con- 
ditioning. When you work with a de- 
signer, you re buying that talent.” 

If designers can aid other creative 
professionals, they bring immeasurable 
rewards to the inexperienced home- 
owner. Here are some questions to 
help you hire an expert:

What do the terms architect, deco- 
rator and interior designer mean? 

An architect designs the physical 
plan of a building. Interior designers 
and decorators fill—and sometimes al- 
ter—the rooms the architect has cre- 
ated. Traditionally, decorators select 
paint, wallcoverings, window treat- 
ments and furniture and “decorate” 
the room. Interior designers do this, 
too, but their work has more of an ar- 
chitectural slant in that they may build 
platforms, erect partitions and knock 
down walls. Here, we use designer to 
refer to both interior designers and 
decorators. 

Why should | use a designer? 
“Most people don’t know how to 


make their room look smaller or larg- 
| er,” says New York City designer John

The professional can tell you how 
shades and prints complement each 
other; what materials are durable and

easy-care; how to group furniture for 
comfort, traffic and entertainment. As 
New York City designer Mario Buatta 
emphasizes, “You don’t want a guest 
to have to pull up a chair.” 

Designers are also familiar with wir- 
ing, plumbing, heating, building codes 
and fire laws—In addition, they have 
access to home furnishing showrooms, 
custom carpentry and artisans who 
work only “for the trade.” 

Will | ever be able to afford it? 

“The most expensive item you can 
buy is a mistake,” says Joan Lerner, 
a designer in Verona, N.J. Professionals 
agree that homeowners often buy too 
much furniture or furniture that’s 
needlessly expensive. 

“It’s more costly when you don’t 
know what you're doing,” Buatta says. 

Most designers can develop plans 
suited to your income. A long-range 
plan, for example, allows you to buy | 
your furnishings gradually. You can 
even hire designers just to give advice 
on the details. Smaller companies, de- 
partment stores and apprentice design- | 
ers may also provide help at very rea- 
sonable prices. 

How does a designer charge? | 

Some designers will charge you a flat | 
fee, whereas others bill by the hour. | 
Two other common methods are “by | 
retail” and “by percentage.” In the | 
first case, the designer buys furnishings 
wholesale and charges you the retail 
price. Or, he or she may buy wholesale 
and charge you an additional percent- 
age. You should expect to pay both a 
consultation fee and a deposit. It’s dif- 
ficult to quote a price range, as fees 
differ greatly across the country. 

How can | select a good designer? 

“Mest people don’t shop around 
enough,” says Douglas Myers of the 
West Paterson, N.J., firm Scruggs/ My- 
ers & Associates. Call several design- 
ers—find out what kind of work they 
do and how they charge.” 

To get names, talk to friends, visit 
designer showhouses, and look through 
magazines—you may want to keep a 
file of rooms and styles you like. 

You might also consult the American 
Society of Interior Designers (ASID). 
Any designer with these initials after 
his or her name has fulfilled many 
stringent educational and apprentice- 
ship requirements on design. Keep in 
mind, though, that this is a relatively 
young (Continued on page 104)

organization older designers may not 
belong. 

Once you have narrowed your 
choices, interview the designers. Be 
honest about what you’re willing to 
spend, and how extensively you want 
to be involved—are you willing to 
scrape paint yourself? Always consider 
the designer’s style preferences as well 
as your own. If you want a colonial- 
style home, don’t hire someone who 
loves Lucite and leather. 

But remember that a difference of 
opinion can be enriching. “I always 
work with women designers,” says 
fashion designer Bill Blass, “This gives 
me perspective a man needs.” 

What should | expect from the de- 
signer? 

If you decide to work together, you 
will probably receive a letter of agree- 
ment, outlining obligations, payment 
plans, etc. The designer should not make 
purchases without written approval. 

To plan, the designer will probably 
visit your home (or view blueprints if 
you're building one). When you choose 
a tentative scheme, he or she will show 
you a floor plan and samples of paint, 
floor- and wallcoverings and uphol- 
stery. You make the final selection. 
What shouldn’t | expect from the de- 
signer? 

A designer’s services are not a means 
to gain access to showrooms. 

“Having available trade sources is of | 
no value if you’re not using the de- 
signer’s ability,” says Helene Levinson, 
president of Helene Levinson Interi- 
ors, a Boston area design firm. 

Nor should you expect designers to | 
absorb the loss if, for example, you | 
agreed to an upholstery job and then 
decide you don’t like the fabric. 

Most important, don’t expect the de- 
signer to simply follow orders. 

“Being an interior designer is like 
being a painter,” says Buatta. “Every 
time he puts his brush to the canvas, 
you can’t just tear his arm away.” 

Will | have to abandon all my pos- 
sessions and start over? 

Joan Lerner approaches her clients 
with the “three R’s”: “What do you 
want to retain, refinish, reupholster?” 
Knowing that clients often want to 
keep heirlooms, designers try to incor- 
porate these into the scheme. 

“T encourage living with what you 
love and what’s quality,” Saladino says. 
“Sentimental pieces are an exception.” 

Whether you keep some or none of 
your furnishings, your work with the 
designer will undoubtedly give you a 
fresh perspective: “The designer 
comes in without a set idea of how 
you should live,” says Buatta. “The ex- 
perience will open up avenues. It’s a 
very personal relationship, and it can 
even last a lifetime.” @

(Continued from page 154) to 
subdue any harshness it may have 
and, if fate has blessed you with the 
perfect bottle of wine, to highlight that 
perfection. Wine, in return, enhances 
the taste of all cheeses and accents 
their incredible goodness. 

True, there are a few guidelines to 
help heighten the pleasure of their 
compatibility, but they are just that— 
guidelines. 

One such simple suggestion is to 
mate gentle, light-bodied wine with 
mild cheese; fuller-bodied, fuller-fla- 
vored wine with fuller-flavored, robust 
cheese. A sturdy red wine like Barolo, 
for example, would bury a fragile-fla- 
vored créme. A delicate white wine 
like Sylvaner would be lost with Lim- 
burger. Interchange these two pairings 
of wines or cheeses, however, and 
you'll make savory order out of chaos. 


Try lighter 
wines with 
’ mild cheeses 


Except for extremes such as these, 
most wines could be coupled with most 
cheeses and give pleasure. But wine 
and cheese have a special affinity that 
many people swear is like a marriage 
made in heaven. A little care will be 
sure to keep it there. 





SOFT-RIPENED CHEESES 


Soft-ripened cheese is the family of 
Camembert, Brie, Carré de I’Est, Cou- 
lommiers and other satiny, rich, glo- 
rious cheeses. They are cheeses that 
deserve glorious red wines. Pair them 
with a great California Cabernet Sau- 
vignon such as Robert Mondavi, Joseph 
Phelps, Beaulieu, Stag’s Leap Wine 
Cellars or Clos du Val (good buys 
among Cabernets are Louis Martini 
and Almaden’s 1977 Monterey Coun- 
ty); a Merlot from Chappellet or Ster- 
ling; or a fine chateau of Bordeaux—La 
Mission Haut Brion or Cos d’Estournel, 
among others. Or use these cheeses to 
end your meal, served with fruit and 
a nutty oloroso Sherry (Dry Sack, for 
example) or a dessert wine—Sauternes 
or Barsac such shateau Coutet or 
Chateau de Suduiraut

Chévre is an uncommon cheese with 
that tart and zesty flavor that only 
goat’s milk can give. No matter what 
its size, shape or wrapping (and there 
are so many), its lightly pepperish sting 
matches well with dry, light, fruity 
wines. Try a Beaujolais Villages of 
Louis Latour, Louis Jadot or Prosper 
Maufoux; a California Gamay Beaujo- 
lais from Simi or Pedroncelli; Bardolino

from Bertani or Bolla; a Rhine wine 
such as Blue Nun or Kayser Liebfrau- 
milch; or a New York State Baco Noir. 


BLUE CHEESES 


The blues, with their distinctive mar- 
bling and tangy flavor, are among the 
aristocracy of the cheese world and in 
a class unto themselves. Intensely fla- 
vored, they take readily to assertive 
red wines. From California, there is a 
Petite Sirah of Fetzer or Burgess;a 
Syrah made by Joseph Phelps; a sturdy 
Zinfandel such as Sutter Home, Ridge 
or Montevifia. From Italy, try a Barolo; 
both Borgogno and Contratto are wor- 
thy labels. Among French wines, some 
fine choices are de la Roquette Cha- 











teauneuf-du-Pape, Domaine 
Gerin Céte ROotie from the 
Rhone, or Domaine Dujac Morey St. | 
Denis from Burgundy. From Hungary, 
open an Fgri Bikavér (the name means 
“bull’s blood”). Or, make a blue cheese 
a dessert, served with fruit and Port 
(Paul Masson) or a rich, sweet botry- 
tised Riesling.

and fontina of Italy; to our own Ameri- 
can Munster and Monterey Jack. They 
offer no brilliant displays of flavor; in- 
stead, they are good, dependable, sus- 
taining cheeses, well matched with 
medium-flavored, medium-bodied 
wines. Among California wines that 
woulc do well with them are Pinot 
Noir (Inglenook’s estate-bottled cask) 
or Gamay Beaujolais; a dry rosé such 
as Simi Rosé of Cabernet or Hoffman 
Mountain Ranch Rosé of Cabernet 
(both made from the cabernet grapes); 
a Sauvignon Blanc or Fumé Blanc (the 
same wine under different names); 
look for those of Robert Mondavi, San 
Martin, Joseph Phelps or Souverain. 






CHEDDARS 


Cheddar is the great cheese of Great 
Britain. Here in America, Cheddar is 
made in a wide range of taste, of which 
only a small quantity is aged long 
enough to be truly sharp. Cheddars 
match well with a fine Cabernet Sau- 
vignon or Bordeaux; or a Cote Rétie 
or Chateauneuf-du-Pape. Cheddar also 
goes well with fortified wines, espe- 
cially an Amontillado Sherry or Port. 


SEMIHARD CHEESES 


The best known of the semihard 
cheeses is Swiss. Its firm but supple 
texture and mild, lightly nutty flavor 
go well with such red wines as Ca- 
bernet Sauvignon or Bordeaux; a wine 
from Italy’s Valtellina—Inferno, Sas- 
sella or Grumello—a Chianti 
Classico; or, from Spain, a Rioja, 
notably those from Cune, L6o- 
pez de Heredia, Marqués de

HARD CHEESES 


The leading member of the distin- 
guished hard cheese family is Parme- 
san—sharp, richly flavored and, when 
well-aged, grainy. It is a cheese worthy 
of Italy’s most important red wines— 

a Gattinara such as Brugo or Antoniolo, 
Spanna (Brugo or Vallana), Amarone 
(Bertani, for example), Vino Nobile di 
Montepulciano, Brunello di Montal- 
cino and Barolo—perfect pairings of 
wine and cheese by nationality. 


STRONG CHEESES 


They come on strong with aromas 
that anounce their arrival long before 
the fact—Limburger and Livarot are 
among them. While their taste can 
range from mild to sharp, their smell 
is always penetrating, powerful, in- 
tense. As such, they require powerful 
wines. Consider a Dao from Portugal 
(Grado Vasco is the most widely distrib- 
uted brand), a well-aged Rioja Reserve 
or a Barolo, among reds. If white is 
your choice, there is the full-flavored 
Duca di Salaparuta Corvo from Sicily, 
a spicy Gewirztraminer from Alsace 
where Hugel and Trimbach are among 
those who produce excellent ones, or 
a California Gewurztraminer, such as 
Rutherford Hill, Simi and Gundlach- 
Bundschu. Another good companion 
with strong cheeses is a dry or semidry 
sherry (California’s Sebastiani or Chris- 
tian Bros). Or drink beer. 


FRESH CHEESES 


The simplest and oldest cheeses in 
the world are the fresh cheeses. They 
include cottage cheese, queso blanco of 
Latin America and Boursin, Tartare, 
Petit-Suisse and Gervais of France. 
Light and usually delicately flavored, 
they do not really need wine. If you 
would like one with these cheeses, 
however, make it a light red—Bardo- 
lino, Valpolicella or Beaujolais, for ex- 
ample; a white such as an Alsatian Syl- 
vaner, a Loire Valley Vouvray, a

ABOUT HANS LINDEROTH 


Now that you’ve read about, and 
perhaps made, these soups, you may 


well ask: Who is Hans Linderoth, and | 
why did he become interested in mak- | 


ing wonderful soup? Swedish by birth, 
Hans, now 25, discovered early that 
it is fun to experiment with flavors. 
A vegetarian and an herbalist, he 
found soups were a perfect medium 
for being creative. 

Hans believes a soup needs three dis- 
tinct flavors to give it depth and sub- 


tlety. Hence the sauté, the puree and | 


the special seasonings. 

Most of Hans’ soups are almost like 
stews in which the vegetables, he says, 
should “stand in” the soup. But the 
optimum final texture for each is dif- 


ferent. The Colonial Carrot Soup | 


should be creamy, with tiny bits of car- 
rot throughout. The Mezin Spinach 
Soup is very thick and creamy. 
Curried Broccoli Soup was dreamed 
up after a northern Indian feast and 
is almost like a curry stew. And Hans’ 
Corn Chowder is not the traditional 
New England kind: It’s more like a 
French onion soup, “but with subtle 
flavor, since the onions are cooked for 
so long.” This soup should be thin, yet 
have texture and a special sweetness 
from the onions and the corn. Cortez 
Soup, of course, is redolent with the 
hot, spicy flavors of Mexican cuisine. 


SOME SOUP-MAKING TIPS 


e Use a food processor to puree and 
chop. It keeps time under an hour. 

e Use only the freshest ingredients. 

e Never peel potatoes—the skin has all 
the flavor. But use California white- 
skinned new potatoes, for eye appeal. 
¢ Morga or Hugli vegetable cubes, sold 
in health food stores, are optional. 
They’re costly, but add flavor. 

e Grind all your own herbs and spices. 
Hans uses only dried herbs from Sab- 
bathday Lake Shakers in Poland 
Springs, ME 04274. You can write 
them for more information.

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ot only is cheese one of the most 
ING spular and _ versatile of foods, it 
is also one of the most nutritious. Ex- 
ceptionally high in protein content, it 
ranks right along with meat, poultry 
and eggs. In addition, cheese is one 
of the more economical sources of pro- 
tein. It’s also an excellent source of cal- 
cium, phosphorus and vitamin A. 
Many people enjoy the creamier 
cheeses less often than they’d like be- 
cause they worry about their fat con- 
tent. Actually, most cheeses contain 45 
to 50 percent butterfat as measured 
in the solid part of the cheese. But 
the total fat content of the cheese will

be higher or lower depending on the 
additional moisture content of the 
cheese. A French Brie that is 50 to 
62 percent fat is probably about 25 
to 30 percent fat if the high moisture 
content is included. A hard cheese 
with 28 percent fat content contains 
much less moisture, making its total 
fat content almost the same as the Brie. 
Some cheeses, of course, such as cot- 
tage, deserve their low-fat reputation. 
Most people not on low-fat or low-cho- 
lesterol diets may eat cheese regularly, 
as part of the milk-group dietary re- 
quirement. 

Incidentally, Federal standards re- 
quire that unripened cheeses must be 
made from pasteurized milk. This is 
also true of ripened cheese, unless it 
has been held for at least 60 days. The 
rulings apply to both domestic and im- 
ported cheeses. 

You'll want to be sure the cheese you 
serve every day and at parties is the 
very best. Here’s how to go about it. 

BUYING CHEESE 

Always buy cheese from a reputable 
dealer. Stores that specialize in cheese 
are springing up in many small cities 
and towns across the United States. 
Food sections of large department 
stores often offer an excellent selec- 
tion. And today, supermarkets stock 


small packaged cheeses and chunks of 


fresh cheese that can be sold while at 
their best. 

A cheese shop should be clean and 
sweet smelling. The id} 
stored wrapped in p!

if the store stocks many, : 
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Look at the cheeses carefully. They 
should look fresh, appealing. Soft 
cheeses should not be running; hard 
cheeses should not look dried out or 
crusty. No cheese should be sticky, 
sweaty or discolored. Underripe cheeses 
are less common than overripe, but the 
best guarantee of ripeness is sampling. 

Ask to sample the cheese you want 
to buy. It is all right to sample several 
kinds, and many stores will keep a small 
quantity of cheese to be sold that day 
at room temperature for this purpose, 
which they are happy to offer. Remember 
when tasting that a cheese will be sharper 
if well aged, milder if less aged. Do not 
ask to sample packaged cheese, but ask 
if you may open the box to see it. 

STORING CHEESE 

The cheese you buy will only remain 
at its best if properly stored. If possible, 
buy only what you can use in a few 
days, up to a week. Refrigerate cheese, 
well-wrapped in plastic, in the warm- 
est part of your refrigerator. This is 
usually the bottom shelf or the veg- 
etable compartment. Store strong- 
smelling cheeses in tightly covered 
plastic boxes. Avoid freezing cheese. 

If you have a surplus of cheese after, 
say, a large party, how long will it 
keep? Use cottage or fresh ricotta with- 
in three to five days, soft cheeses with- 
in two weeks. Hard cheeses will keep 
up to several months. If mold develops 
on the surface, or rind, of a cheese, 
just cut off those spots. The rest of the 
cheese is fine to eat. 

SERVING CHEESE 

For all but the simplest occasion— 
such as a picnic for two—you'll want 
to have a selection of at least three, 
and up to six, cheeses. Be sure to bal- 
ance a variety of flavors, shapes, tex- 
tures and colors. Serve a sharp blue 
cheese, a double créme and a mild Port 
Salut, for instance. Have a selection 
from different countries, or several of 
one nationality—Italian Gorgonzola, 
Parmesan and Provolone. 

Remember, cheese is beautiful in it- 
self; it needs little decoration. Arrange 
it simply on a wooden or marble 
cheese board, a wicker tray, or in a 
basket. Leaves make an attractive 
background for cheese, too. 

Leave space between cheeses so 
they can be cut easily, and to separate 
strong-flavored cheese from mild ones. 
Be sure to have different knives for 
the milder and the stronger cheeses. 

Before serving, bring the cheese to 
room temperature. If you have a large 
piece of cheese, cut off only what you 
need that day. Hard cheese may be 
kept for a long time at room tempera- 
ture in cool climates. 

Select mild-flavored crackers, or 
good French, Italian or homemade 
bread to enhance cheese. 

CHEESE AS DESSERT 

When planning a dessert tray of 

cheeses, consider the meal they’re to 
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or three. After a light dinner, such as 
roast chicken or veal scallopini, you 
might present several creamy cheeses, 
one of them spiced or herbed. Follow 
a rich meal, such as a hearty stew or 
roast, with semisoft and harder 
cheeses, of varied flavors. Or, serve a 
cheese course as part of an elaborate 
dinner, preceded by green salad, and 
followed by a fruit dessert. If a meal 
includes a rich cheese dish such as a 
quiche, it is better to choose another 
dessert—a fruit tart or sherbert.

FAST COOKING SAVES THEIR NUTRIENTS 


By NANCY CRAIG 

It’s no wonder potatoes are one of the 
world’s most popular vegetables. Nu- 
tritious and economical, they’re a de- 
licious package when baked in their 
own edible jackets. (The skin contains 
many of the vitamins and minerals.) 

To capture the full flavor and all the 
healthful nutrients in potatoes, you 
must store and prepare them properly. 
Potatoes are best stored in the refrig- 
erator, nutritionists claim, and they 
should, certainly, be refrigerated for 
at least one day before being used. If 
possible, do not peel potatoes. If you 
must, however, try to cook them first 
in the skin. If you must cut up potatoes 
in advance of cooking, store the pieces 
in a tightly closed plastic bag in the 
refrigerator. 

Microwaving is the ideal way of 
cooking potatoes beause its speed re- 
tains nutrients, and they cook in their 
own high-moisture content.

A door should not only open and close smoothly, it should lock securely 
as well. When properly installed and periodically lubricated with powdered 
graphite, locks will provide years of dependable service. If a lock fails, you 
should take it to a locksmith for repair or simply replace the mechanism 
yourself. All three types described here are available in kits at local hardware 
or building supply stores. Here, the steps to install a lock. 


MORTISE LOCK INSTALLATION 


1. Mark outline of lock 
on edge of the door. 
Drill series of holes to 
depth of the lockset 
and 1/16 inch wider. 


2. Chisel out the wood 
between the holes. (There is a 
special tool for this purpose 
called a ‘‘lock mortise chisel.’’) 


3. Insert lock in 
mortise and mark 
outline of face 
plate. Chisel this out 
so face plate fits 
flush. Use template 
provided with lock 
to mark and bore 
holes for cylinder 
and spindles.

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holes carefully for drilling. 

The cylinder hole through the door 
is normally set back 2%/, inches from 
the edge of the door, while hole 
is 21% inches in diameter. Use a hole 
saw attachment from power drill. With 
hole drilled, you should next drill the 
latch hole in door’s edge according to 
template marking. This hole is about 
15/,, inches in diameter. 

Now you're ready to insert the latch 
and mark outline of latch plate on stile 
edge. With a chisel, carefully trim mor- 
tise so plate fits flush with door. 

Next, with the latch bolt installed, 
insert the exterior knob through the 


itself 


the latch bolt in order to do this. Now 
slip interior knob and rose into place; 
carefully align screws through rose 
with guides on other side. 

The final step is to install the strike 
plate. Put the template up and close 
the door to make sure it and latch line 
up. Mark drilling point through tem- 
plate with a nail, and bore a !°/.6-inch 
hole about 14-inch deep into jamb. It 
should be deep enough to fully accept 
latch bolt—but make sure there is no 
space to allow a burglar to slip in a 
credit card and flip the bolt. Center 
strike plate over hole; mark its outline. 
Then cut that mortise with a chisel; 
screw strike plate in place. 


MORTISE LOCK INSTALLATION 


A mortise lock probably offers the 
greatest security. It’s mounted in a thin 
steel case that must be set deeply into 





latch holes. You will have to push in 



















the door’s edge, The door must be at | 
least 1°/, inches thick for mortise lock. 
In addition to the spring-loaded latch, | 
there’s also a dead bolt for extra se- | 
curity, good for entrance doors. | 

To install a mortise lock, mark the 
lock outline on the edge, centering it 
at 36 inches from the bottom. Drill | 
a series of holes the depth of the mor- 
tise lock and '/,6-inch wider. Chisel out, 
insert lock and mark outlines of upper | 
and lower flanges. These must be mor- 
tised for a flush fit. 

Using the template that comes with 
the new lock, mark and bore holes for | 
cylinder and spindle. Mount knob on | 
interior of door and handle on exterior. 
Mark the location of the strike plate | 
on jamb carefully and then chisel the 
mortise for it. Finally you can drill out | 
the holes for both the latch and the | 
dead bolt.

Q. My silver dome dish was a gift from Lon- 
don during the early 1930s. /t is unmarked 
The cow on the top and heads on the side 
appear to be pewter and the rest Is silver 
What is it’s use?—Mrs. J.M., Medford, Ore 

A. You have a butter dish. The cow 
on the top was a favored decoration. 
Butter was served at the table in En- 
gland in a covered dish, usually with 
a porcelain or glass liner. The butter 
dish in the United States was often 





completely made of metal. Some 
dishes were made to hold ice in ad- 
dition to the butter, and this kept the 
butter hard and cool. 

The handles were probably silver 
plated, but the silver has worn away. 
The value of a silver-plated English 
butter dish, circa 1850 to 1875 is $125. 





Q. My great grandmother owned this reddish- 
brown pitcher decorated wtih a picture of a 
sailor. There is a coat of arms with the name 
“Warwick"’ and the word “IOGA”’ on the bot- 
tom.—R.R., Wisconsin Rapids, Wis. 






























A. The Warwick China Co. start 
working in Wheeling, W.Va., in 188 
and continued in business until 1951, 
They made many types of china ware¢ 
including flow blue decorated dinner 
sets and decal-decorated specialty 
items like your pitcher. Pictures of la- 
dies, monks, sea captains and dogs 
were popular. Some of the pieces were 
decorated with decals and some were 
handpainted. Most of the china had 
brown backgrounds, but some was 
made with gray, green, red, pink or 
white backgrounds. 

The letters JOGA were first used in 
1894. No one is sure what the term 
means. Your pitcher is a type popular 
about 1910. The retail value of the 
pitcher is $100. 
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Q. My old bed has three sunflowers carved | 
on the railing. The bed is two inches shorter | 
than a standard double bed. We have been 
told that the carved original rails are very 
rare—MUr. W.D.B., Sevierville, Tenn 
A. Your bed can be most easily dated | 
from the spool turned head and foot- | 
boards. The beds were popular in 
America about 1830. The head and 
footboard were about the same height. 
The early beds had square corners 
where the upright post joined the top 
of the headboard. 

By the 1850s new technology made 
rounded corners possible. A carved rail 
like yours is the work of a creative 
craftsman who could have been the 
maker or a later owner. Sunflower 
carvings were especially popular dur- 
ing the 1860 to 1880 period. This fea- 
ture adds value to your bed, which is 
worth $500. (Continued on page 32)

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Q. My Haviland cups with butterfly handles 
are white with pink roses and blue bachelor's 
buttons. There are a few bees and dragonflies 
on each cup. Can the date of manufacture 
be determined ?—J.J.H., Englewood, Colo 

A. The butterfly handle cups were 
made by the Haviland Co. of Limoges, 
France, for several patterns. They were 
used during the last quarter of the 19th 
century. The marks on your dishes were 
applied from 1876 to 1889. Your dishes 
indicate they were sold by T.M. James 
and Sons, in Kansas City, Mo. 

The butterfly handles are especially 
desirable so the cups and saucers 
should sell for about $25 a set. Un- 
decorated cups would cost much less.

is the chef d’oeuvre of the Boyers, fa- 
ther and son, now a three-star Michelin 
notable and well deserving of its dis- 
tinction. The meal—a beautiful salad 
of baby lettuce, baby beans and truf- 
fles, pink baby lamb and a sinfully rich 
assortment of all the baby sweets that 
ever tempted a sweet tooth—petite 
fours, tiny carmelized cream puffs, 
fresh fruits glacé and a pear sherbet 
that could have been made in heaven. 
As they say in France, formidable! 

The most visually beautiful meals I 
ever ate were in Japan, where the pre- 
sentation of food is a refined art. A 
meal is a series of delicate pictures. 
In noisy, bustling Tokyo, but in the se- 
rene compound of a Buddhist temple, 
in the Daigo restaurant, I ate a mem- 
orable meal of nine courses, all vari- 
ations on tofu (soy bean curd), mush- 
rooms and vegetables—this is priest’s 
food and excellent, called Shojin Ryori. 
But the ultimate in aesthetic food is 
Kaiseki Ryori, the light and quietly el- 
egant meal traditionally served after 
the ritual tea ceremony and with lac- 
quer, porcelain and utensils of the fin- 
est quality and design. It is a meal, 
I discovered, when I was taken to the 
Kitcho Restaurant on the Ginza, to be 
eaten placidly, almost ceremoniously, 
probably most rewardingly in the com- 
pany of a Japanese friend, because it 
is so important a part of that country’s 
inner culture.

Winterizing Your Dog 


WAYS TO KEEP THE POOCH HAPPY—AND HEALTHY yo p 


By MORDECAI SIEGAL 

Preparing for the winter onslaught of 
cold and slush requires thoughtful con- 
sideration for the family dog as well 
as everyone else in the household. 

Most dogs live indoors. But many 
dogs live in the warm indoors all day, 
yet sleep in unheated doghouses or ga- 
rages all night. These dogs are espe- 
cially vulnerable to sickness. This in- 
consistency in temperature and 
environment is an assault on the ani- 
mal’s homeostasis, or balance of vital 
functions. It weakens resistance to ex- 
treme cold or hot weather and can of- 
ten lead to illness. 

Although I don’t encourage leaving 
any dog outdoors on a full-time basis, 
consistency of environmental condi- 
tions is healthier than drastic changes 
from warm to cold. 

EVERY DOG SHOULD HAVE 
A DOGHOUSE 

In any season, the outdoor dog 
should have a doghouse or a form of 
shelter that is constructed tightly so

that it protects from wind, 
rain, severe cold and drafts. C&

Cold, damp- 
ss and drafts bring on arthritis and 
eumatism as well as various respi- 
ory ailments. The older dog’s im- 
ne system is not as efficient as it 
as during youth, making him more 
sceptible to illness. His body is not 
le to compensate for weather 
anges very quickly, if at all. 
Puppies do not do well in cold 
eather, either. They, too, are vulner- 
le to sickness from drafts and chilly 
cations. Avoid exposing young dogs 
extreme temperature changes and 


refrain from giving baths where there 
is the possibility of the dogs catching 
a chill. Do not take young puppies out 
unless they are the larger breeds, have 
full coats and are past five months of 
age. When puppies’ coats are not fully 
grown, they offer inadequate protec- 
tion from cold. 
WINTER FEEDING 

Dogs housed in unheated quarters 
during the colder months of October 
through March require added food in- 
take, starting in late September. Hunt- 
ing dogs, show dogs, field trial dogs, 
etc., also require additional food for ex- 
tra energy, often as much as 10 to 30 
percent additional food per day. 

The lactating female and growing 
puppy have high energy demands, and 
if housed in unheated quarters during 
the winter, daily food intake should be 
increased to meet their nutritional 
needs. Consult your veterinarian for 
proper amounts. 

Dogs that are given extensive train- 
ing in the fall have an extra burden. 
Once a dog has lost body condition in 
the fall, it may be difficult to replace 
needed flesh and condition until 
warmer weather begins and physical 
demands end. Some dogs will develop 
diarrhea if total food intake is rapidly 
increased over a short period of time 
or if the ration is changed. So be sure 
to increase the daily amount of food 
on a gradual basis. 


AND DON’T FORGET WATER! 

Water intake is equally important. 
Be sure dogs have fresh water available 
24 hours a day. Lack of water or water 
that is too cold will cause intestinal 
problems. Systematic increased feed- 
ing; a draft-free, warm environment; 
and fresh water will help your dog re- 
main comfortable during winter. 

EIGHT WAYS TO INSURE YOUR 

DOG’S WINTER COMFORT 

1. Limit your dog’s outdoor activities 
during extreme cold weather unless he 
was bred for it, for example, Siberian 
Huskies, Alaskan malamutes, etc. Take 
him outside only for toileting or walks. 

2. Get a sweater for your pet. Short- 
coated and small breeds need the add- 
ed protection of a well-fitted garment, 
preferably made of wool. 

3. More dogs are lost during winter 
than any other season, so never allow 
your dog off the leash on snow or ice, 
especially during a snowstorm. 

4. Thoroughly wipe off your dog’s 
legs and stomach when he comes in 
from the rain, snow or ice. Check his 
sensitive foot pads for bleeding, frost- 
bite or snow-melting chemicals. 

5. Watch for frostbite. It occurs when 
an animal is out in freezing weather, 
high winds and humidity. It happens 
to those parts of the body which are 
poorly protected by the dog’s coat, 
such as the tips of the ears, foot pads,

The earliest and most vivid memories 
of my childhood are the summers I 
spent with my grandparents in Hope, 
Ark. I remember rolling tires on streets 
with inches of dust, chasing little girls 
at open-air square dances on Saturday 
nights, watching trains come and go 
from Dallas and Little Rock, fishing 
and frog gigging and seeing watermel- 
ons grow—memories of a five-year-old.

veniences of modern living—a move- 
ment that lasted through the two 
World Wars, Korea and Vietnam. 

But in the mid-’70s, a slow but per- 
ceptible change began to take place:

Although Little Rock is a city of sev 
eral hundred thousand, the downtown 
residential area always seemed to m 
to be the “village” of the city becaiiil 
it was more or less psychologically iso:

moved in and restored old houses. The 
reverence and enthusiasm they brin 
to the restoration of these old house 
is unique. It seems to be connecte 
with a deep, instinctive desire to creat 
their own “homeplace’—and to do i 
just right. They often spend months 
if not years, restoring or recreating th 
original aesthetic character of th 
house. They will fight tenaciously t 
save their own or somebody else’s 
house, particularly the women. 

I once asked the late Margaret Mead 
in an interview for American Preser 
vation, why the preservation move 
ment was so overwhelmingly populat 
ed by women. “Houses belong to 
women. They always have,” she said. 
“They're symbols of the female body 
in many parts of the world....

THONET'S 1830 DESIGN SENSATION 


Centwood”

Born of the industrial revolution’s 
desire for mass-producible seating, 
bentwood may be the first truly mod- 
ern furniture—a good century and a 
half before the modern era. Its inspi- 
ration: pure practicality. How many 
bent rods did it take to make one 
chair? This kind of thinking pared fur- 
niture down to its basic design ele- 
ments and led Michael Thonet, a Vi- 
ennese cabinetmaker, to develop his 
classic bentwood café chairs. At their 
simplest (in his 1859 #14 chair), they 
consisted of only six bent rods. The 
parts could be boxed, shipped all over 
the world and bolted together—a rev- 
olutionary feat for a world that had 
been handcrafting furniture in the 
manner of their medieval forefathers. 

However, it was not the dream of 
mass production that prompted Mi- 
chael Thonet to experiment with bend- 
ing wood in 1830. The then-popular 
Biedemeier style, a decorative vari-

With a wide 
European market at the ready, Thonet 
opened in 1853 a steam-powered fac- 
tory called Gebriider Thonet (Thonet 
Brothers), named for his five sons. In)

young Henry Ford visited his plant to 
observe the assembly line process., 
Thonet certainly had the art of pro-) 
duction down pat.

Augustus, the oldes| 
proved to be a superb designer respor 
sible for many of the elaborate piece 
popular in the late 1800s. (His eng: 
neering genius was such that he eve: 
created a chair out of a single rod c 
intricately looped wood. With this fan 
ciful touch dictating Thonet style 
bentwood moved out of the café ant 
into the home—and the upper clas 
home at that. What started out as anon 
ymous, functional furniture turned 
into curling plant stands, elaborate hai 
racks, firescreens, chess tables, wash 
stands, cradles—nothing was beyong 
the reach of the steam-bent rod. Freu¢ 
is said to have had a bentwood chaise 
as his couch. But bentwood also con 
tinued to be very basic—the Thone 
1911-1915 catalogue, a wide range o 
1,500 pieces, includes theater chairs 
church pews and hospital tables where 
functionality was as important as in the 
original Thonet chairs. 

It is primarily because bentwood wa. 
mass-produced that the interest in col 
lecting was so late in coming. Aftei 
all, in 1876, 4,000 workers, 10 stearr 
engines, 280 horses (and five Thone’ 
brothers) turned out 2,000 pieces o 
bentwood a day. And millions were 
made in the next 50 years. Gebriide1 
Thonet prospered until the lean year: 
after World War I when nearly all the 
bentwood manufacturers were forcec 
to merge into Thonet-Kohn-Mundus 
Eventually only the Thonet name was 
kept.

Gradually reduce the amount of water, and place dormant 
leafless plants in a cool place (such as a corner of your 
basement). Don't forget them as they will need 
occasional watering. In March, begin normal watering, 
cut plants back to about six inches and place 


them in a sunny window. 


@ As heat goes on indoors, air becomes dry. 
Add humidity to air with pebble trays, by spraying or 


with an electric humidifier. 


@ Indoor plants need as much light as possible during dark 
winter days. Large interior specimens should be moved to 
windows by day (use a plant dolly for this).

These plants can be invasive, 
but are easily controlled by harvesting. 
Drain hoses and outdoor pipes. Open 
valves to avoid pipe bursting. 

Keep buckets of kitty litter or coarse sand 
near walkways for de-icing—Salt and other 
caustic chemicals can damage adjacent! 
growing areas, but litter and sand actually 
improve soil content by aiding drainage 
and aeration.

In Yankee farm country, a 1776 
house gets its spirit back 


The spirit of 1776 sings through this 
Revolutionary War house in a lively, 
colorful way. It echoes the simple life- 
style of the sober Huguenot farmer 
who built it, but its vibrant person- 
ality is due to its new owner, Corinne 
Burke, an antiques dealer for whom 
preservation is a personal labor of 
love. ‘‘I thought this house was won- 
derful long before I lived here,’’ she 
says. ‘‘I used to drive by and admire 

a as seis it, but it was really in need of repair— 
I always wished someone would restore it.’’ When the house suddenly came on 
the market, she got her chance. ‘‘I walked in, saw the old beams and original 
wood, and knew it was the perfect place for all the antiques I’d collected.’’ Not 
that renovation didn’t require a lot of work—and research. Corinne uncovered 
early pictures of the house and found the dining room (opposite) was originally 
a kitchen, but its hearth had been traded in for a window. Her task was to 
put it back, so she studied lots of old New Paltz fireplaces. ‘‘I learned about an- 
tiques the same way—reading, going to museums, absorbing everything I could.’’»

his is No. 8 Starr Street, in down- 

town New London, Conn., two 

years ago a rundown house in a 

block of forgotten houses about to 

be bulldozed.

The bank’s participation in this inner-city re- 
vival was an icebreaker in preservation because 
in the past banks were legally restricted from mak- 
ing such real estate investments. This one had 
the blessing of the Federal Deposit Insurance Corp. 
and the state banking commission. The city’s Fed- 
eral Community Block Grant helped lay under- 
ground utilities and put in sidewalks and street 
lamps. With a two-year investment of more than 
$1 million, the bank sells the houses at cost, about 
$65,000 to $87,000. Meantime, the city has ac- 
quired a lively residential area and increased rev- 
enues. Altogether, Starr Street embodies preser-

n Lancaster, Pa., pre- 
serving the city’s 
past also means cre- 
ating its future: 58 
forgotten houses have 
been reclaimed for a vital 
new neighborhood. Until three 
years ago, this one, a late 19th- 
century Victorian house, was part 
of a downtown slum. Through 
the efforts of six private citizens, 
the house and its fellows in a 
two-block section have not only 
been restored to their original 
beauty—they’re bringing back 
families who are now eager to 
keep the downtown area alive. 
“This whole vacant neighbor- 
hood was going to be razed,"’ says 
architect John deVitry, one of six 
men who bought the three-acre 
area in 1977. ‘‘Now, Old Town 
Lancaster has restored a sense of 
history—and it’s restored confi- 
dence in living in cities.’ To pre- 
serve the historic character of the 
homes, deVitry and partners 
cleaned the facades and kept as 
many architectural features as 
possible, Antique pieces from 
other buildings were often 
brought in to replace rotting 
beams and broken doors.

called apple wine at 14 to 20 proof. 
Sparkling cider is another apple 
drink—a little is produced domestical- 
ly, but most is imported. Some is nat- 
urally fermented and the bubbles cap- 
tured in the bottle; some is—let’s face 
it—just carbonated. 
Applejack and Apple Brandy: The 
words are almost interchangeable ex- 
cept that “brandy” is generally re- 
served for the product of greater age. 

The preferred apple varieties for 
making apple spirits are the Delicious 
(aromatic), Jonathans (acid), Grimes 
Goldens (mild) and others, of course. 
Skillful blending does the rest. The ap- 
ples are sluiced to a mill where they 
are washed, chopped and ground. The 
mulched fruit or pomace is hydrauli- 
cally pressed to become sweet cider. 
This is fermented naturally in huge 
tanks for two to six weeks until it 
reaches a proof of about 12—that’s six 
percent alcohol. It is then pot-stilled 
two or three times to become a fiery, 
water-white, 130 proof spirit. It is then 
aged for four to seven years, sometimes 
more, in charred oak casks. It emerges 
as its familiar amber-colored self, to be 
made into one of these drinks: 
@ Bottled in Bond Apple Brandy—un- 
blended, four to seven years of age or 
older, cut or reduced in strength with 
pure water to 100 proof. It costs about 
$8.50 to $10. 
@ Apple Brandy—unblended, at least 
four years old, cut with water to 80 
proof. About $8. 
@ Blended Applejack—blended with 
water and neutral spirits. About $6.50 
to $8.

who swill it around in the mouth and 
then let go into the spittoon, apple tast- 
ers really swallow. After sampling each

Calvados: This is the French version 
of apple brandy, and superb it can be. 
It is pot-stilled from cider in the De- 
partment of Calvados in Normandy— 
most especially in Vallée d’Auge. Val- 





lée d’Auge has lent its name to many 
dishes cooked in, or with, Calvados and 
represents in apple brandy what ster- 
ling does in silver. The production of 
Calvados is small; the production of 
fine Calvados, even smaller. A story 
has it that the Club of 100, the great 
gustatory society of Paris, annually 
sends its scouts from door to door in 
the Valleé d’Auge asking the makers 
for tastes of the home brew and of- 
fering extravagant sums for the lots 
that pass, or surpass, muster. Nice 
work—if you can get it! Some Calvados 
names to remember: Eccuson, Bou-

IDEAS FOR APPLE DRINKS 

Drink them as you would brandy is 
my first admonition—neat or as a high- 
ball or as a sour. But you don’t need 
me to tell you that. It’s the exotica in 
apple drinks I want to talk about. First, 
for me, is the Farmer’s Bishop. 


FARMER’S BISHOP 





Nobody seems to know the origin 
of this unusual name, what farmer, 
what bishop? But the drink itself 
(shown previous page) is a honey, es- 
pecially in midwinter when the chill 
is on the bone. 

Here’s how to make it: 

L] Stud 4 oranges with cloves, like por- 
cupines, and bake them in a 375° oven 
for a '% hour, until they begin to ooze 
and before they brown. Cool slightly 
before using. 

L] Meantime, heat a quart of applejack 
or apple brandy, by immersing it, un- 
corked, in a pot of hot water. 

L] In the same way, heat 2 quarts of 
apple cider (or, in a pinch, apple juice) 
in a large pot until just on the verge 
of boiling. 

[] When the moment to serve the 
punch arrives, place the oranges in a 
large metal punch bowl (even a kitch- 
en pot will make do, but don’t use glass 
or china as it may crack). Pour the hot 
applejack over the oranges and light 
with a match. It will burn with a lovely 
blue flame. Immediately douse the 
flame (because that’s your alcohol 
burning off!) with the hot cider. 

L] Dust with cinnamon and serve.

hen a house’s exterior makes such a strong archi- 

tectural statement, you’d expect the interior to have 
the same visual energy. And the inside of this house certainly 
does. A two-story fireplace dominates the serene living room 
setting—and overhead, a dramatic walkway separates living and 
dining areas. To link the interior with the great seascape outside, 
there are two sets of glass doors, one on each side of the fireplace, 
that lead to decks for entertaining. Above the doors the walkway 
passes behind the fireplace and runs from the master bedroom 
to a library and an exercise area; the section over the buffet 
leads out to a rooftop tennis court.

apiteau through a curved pipe into 
tank. There, the vapor condenses as 

cools to become the opaque brouillis, 
cout 25 percent alcohol. 

The brouillis is then distilled again 
) produce the bonne chauffe, a more 
ighly refined and concentrated liquid 
vith about 70 percent alcohol. In this 


second distillation, only the “heart,” or 
middle part of the distillate, is used. 
This “heart” is new-born cognac. 

With the aging stage comes the third 
secret of cognac—the Limousin oak 
barrels in which the new brandy is 
aged. No other oak can produce the 
excellence that is cognac. 

Limousin oak gives cognac the tan- 
nin which gradually deepens its color 
and gives it a mild vanillin taste. At 
the same time, the wood is not airtight, 
thus allowing for slow evaporation. Co- 
gnac evaporates at a rate of two to 
three percent a year while it is in bar- 
rel. In Cognac, they call this loss the 
“drink of the angels.” 

When the aging period is completed, 
the brandies are tasted and blended, 
often with much older cognacs, to 
achieve a certain style and balance. 
The cognac is reduced to 80 proof, or 
40 percent alcohol, and then it is bot- 
tled. Since cognac does not continue 
to age in the bottle, it is ready to give 
pleasure. After six years, it is the in- 
tegrity of the individual firm and not 
government law that guarantees age. 

Rémy Martin’s Louis XIII is that 
prestigious firm’s oldest cognac, made 
exclusively of Grande Champagne 
grapes and bottled in Baccarat crystal
